the  amendment  of  the  poor  laws. 

In  the  principles  of  the  proposed  reform  of  the  Poor  Laws  we 
heartily  concur.  The  evils  in  the  existing  system  have  been  traced 
out  with  great  diligence  and  sagacity,  and  the  fitting  remedies  have 
been  warily  selected.  The  grand  object  is — and  never  was  there 
an  object  more  worthy  of  benevolence — to  restore  to  industry  its 
iust  advantages  and  its  honest  pride ;  to  clear  the  ground  for  the 
independent  labourer,  who  has  been  thrust  out  by  the  pauper 
throng,  and  to  make  his  condition  preferred.  By  the  present  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  Poor  Laws,  the  inducements  to  industry  have 
been  taken  away,  and  flung  to  the  inducements  to  idleness ;  the  in- 
dcfiendent  labourer  has  been  sacrificed  to  the  pauper ;  every  disad¬ 
vantage  has  been  cast  into  his  scale,  and  the  state  of  the  pauper 
raised  above  him.  To  redress  this  iniquity  is  the  present  business. 
The  two  conditions  must  be  reversed,  and  industry  will  recover  its 
motives  and  its  honour. 

The  allowance  system  is  the  root  of  the  evil,  and  at  that  root  the 
proposed  measure  strikes.  Persons  capable  of  work  will  no  longer 
receive  relief  out  of  the  work-house.  Exception  would  be  desira¬ 
ble  for  many  cases  which  may  readily  be  imagined ;  but  exception, 
however  desirable,  is  impossible  without  destroying  the  efficacy 
of  the  remedial  measures ;  for,  as  the  Commissioners  observe, 
**  Every  exception,  every  violation  of  the  general  rule,  to  meet  a  | 
**  real  ca.se  of  unusual  hardship,  lets  in  a  whole  class  of  fraudulent 
cases,  by  which  that  rule  must  in  time  be  destroyed.”  For  the  re¬ 
generation  of  the  independent  labourers  we  must  compound  for 
some  grievances  to  individuals;  and  it  must  always  be  borne  in 
mind,  that  the  system  which  in  its  rigour  may  press  hardly  upon 
some  deserving  of  tenderness,  will,  at  the  same  time,  be  steadily 
diminishing  the  causes  of  distress,  and  misery,  and  degradation. 

Our  sympathies  are  with  the  poor,  and  therefore  we  are  for 
plucking  out  the  causes  of  poverty.  He  is  not  the  friend  of  the 
poor  who,  for  pity  to  one,  would  sacrifice  the  interests  of 'a  thou¬ 
sand,  and  suffer  them  to  be  dragged  down  to  the  very  state  he 
compassionates.  * 

The  treatment  of  paupers  able  to  work,  described  of  old  as 
"  valiant  beggars,”  and  the  treatment  of  paupers  who  cannot  work, 
the  aged  and  impotent,  must  be  different.  The  condition  of  the 
first  must  be  rendered  unenviable ;  the  condition ,  of  the  latter 
should  be  one  of  decent  comfort.  With  respect  to  the  former 
case,  it  is  well  observed  that  the  independent  labourers  are  already 
our  teachers,  for,  in  the  administration  of  the^  funds  of  their 
friendly  societies,  they  have  long  acted  on  the  principle  of  render¬ 
ing  the  condition  of  a  person  receiving  their  relief  less  eligible 
than  that  of  an  independent  labourer ;  and  they  have  unrelentingly 
enforced  the  rule  that,  under  no  circumstances,  and  with  no  ex¬ 
ception,  shall  apy  member  receive  relief  while  earning  anything 
for  himself.  The  opposite  consequence  of  the  opposite  principle  of 
the  allowance  system  has  been,  that  independent  -  labourers  have 
been  refused  work  while  they  have  possessed  any  savings  ! 

In  the  recommendations  of  the  Poor-Law  Commissioners,  on 
which  the  proposed  bill  is  founded,  there  is  nothing  empirical*— 
nothing  experimental — every  thing  proposed  has  been  found  in 
practice,  and  working  well.  It  i.s  suggested,  as  the  general  princi¬ 
ple  of  legislation  on  the  matter  in  hand,  **  that  those  modes  of 
“  administering  relief  which  have  been  tried  wholly  or  partially, 
and  have  produced  beneficial  effects  in  some  districts,  intro- 
**duced,  with  modifications,  according  to  local  circumstances,  and 
**  carried  into  complete  execution  in  all.” 

Every  rule  suggested  stands  based  on  a  body  of  examples. 

The  central  direction  is,  indeed,  an  innovation,  but  it  is  an  inno¬ 
vation  necessary  to  the  general  introduction  of  the  systems  which 
hnve  been  partially  tried,  and  found  good.  The  powers  of  the 


have  to  submit  their  projects  to  the  Secretary  for  the  Home  AfiBun 
knowing  nothing  whatever  about  the  matter,  and  with  a  forty  daya’ 
power  of  exercising  his  ignorance  on  them.  But  there  is  a  savi^ 
consideration— he  will  not  meddle  with  them.  As  well,  then 
order  that  they  shall  be  locked  up  in  a  box  for  forty  days.  What 
would  be  said  if  it  were  proposed  to  tie  up  every  order  of  the 
Horse  Guards  for  forty  days  ?  But  that  central  direction  haa 
ceased  to  be  an  object  of  constitutional  jealousy. 

Even  in  the  plan  of  the  Comniissioners,  it  seemed  to  us  that  suffi¬ 
cient  controul  over  the  overseers  was  not  required  ;  but,  doubtless, 
the  desire  to  keep  as  much  as  possible  within  the  bounds  of  custom^ 
induced  the  Commissioners  to  work  on  as  well  as  they  might  wkk 
clumsy  tools.  The  time,  however,  may  come,  when  it  will  sean 
good  thrift  to  pay  overseers  ;  to  cease  making  the  office  com¬ 
pulsory  ;  and  to  give  to  the  superintending  authority  the  power  of 
removal,  or  the  power  of  appointment ;  the  parishioners  having  the 
-  one,  and  the  Central  Board  the  other. 

With  respect  to  the  Central  Direction,  it  b  very  wisely  observed 
in  the  report  that — 

Even  if  the  Board  were  to  frame  bad  regulations  (and  worse  regulations 
than  those  now  in  practice  they  could  scarcely  devise),  it  would  be  a  less  mie-' 
chievous  airangement  than  the  pr^nt,  inasmuch  as  me  chances  of  opposition 
to  a  pernicious  measure  would  be  increased  in  proportion  to  the  extension  of 
the  jurisdictiiMi,  and  success  in  such  opposithm  would  be  success  throogbout 
the  lurisdiction.  Those  who  are  now  maintainers  of  their  own  errors  womd  be 
vigilant  and  unsparing  censors  of  the  errors  of  a  distant  authority.  Under  the 
existing  system^  when  opposition  is  made  to  the  continuance  of  a  bad  practice^ 
and  the  opposition  is  successful,  the  success  is  limited  to  one  parbh,  or  to  one 


fifteen-thousandeth  part  of  the  whole  field  in  which  the  pactice  may  prevaU. 
In  the  next  parish,  and  in  other  parishes,  the  form  of  tne  abase  is  genenUiy 


varied,  and  requires  a  varied  as  well  as  a  renewed  opposition.  These  varia¬ 
tions  elude  legislative  enactments,  and  divide  and  weaken  the  force  with 
which  the  opinion  of  the  intelligent  part  of  the  community  would  act  against 
them.  But  if  a  bad  practice  is  rendered  uniform,  it  becomes  obnoxious  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  its  extent,  to  the  full  force  of  public  opinion ;  the  aggregate  of  its 
effects,  immediate  or  collateral,  which  may  appear  insignificant,  and  unworthy 
of  attention,  in  the  single  and  obscure  parish,  or  in  any  group  of  parishes. 
may  be  correctly  estimated,  and  brought  completely  within  the  c<^ixance  « 
the  Legislature. 


There  is  but  one  material  part  of  the  project  to  which  we  object, 
and  that  is  the  proposal  to  make  relief  a  loan  recoverable  by  the 
attachment  of  wages. 

We  shall  take  another  opportunity  to  expreaa  what  occurs  to  ua 
upon  this  head  :  suffice  it  for  the  present  to  say,  that  we  think  it 
opposed  to  the  great  object  of  dispauperizing  the  labourer,  lifting 
up  his  condition,  and  fostering  the  spirit  of  independence ;  and  we 
must  add,  that  the  reasons  given  for  it  are  the  very  worst  which 
appear  in  the  report,  and  tainted  with  some  fetid  cant  about  gin,  or 
the  fear  of  gin,  which  is  a  tub  to  prejudice  always  flung  out  in  de¬ 
fault  of  an  argument.  A  man  in  debt  is  a  man  damaged— make  hia 
earnings  liable  to  attachment,  and  you  have  enfeebled  the  motives 


-  in  Aiinorp  ••  exposiiion  or  me  project,  ne  frequently  re¬ 
ferred  the  cruelest  mischiefs*  of  the  mal-administration  or  the  Poor 
Laws  to  **  the  bes^  feelings  of  our  nature.**  What  a  satire  on 
aristocratic  intelligehce  is  this  1  **  The  best  feelings**  of  the  nature 
of  country  Magistrates  have  not  been  accompanied  with  enlighten¬ 
ment  enough  to  prevent  the  most  tremendous  injuries  to  society, 
and  to  the  very  objects  of  benighted  benevolence. 


Next  to  the  abolition  of  the  allowance  system,  we  rate  in  im¬ 
portance  ^  the  alteration  of  the  Bastardy  Laws,  which  charges  the 
mother,  instead  of  the  father,  with  the  support  of  the  child. 
Mr  Coweirs  report  is  admirable  on  this  subject: 


The  effect  has  been  to  promote  bastardy ;  to  make  want  of  chastity  on  the 
woman*s  part  the  ehortest  road  to  obtaining  either  a  husbend  or  a  oompeteaC 
maintenance;  and  to  encourage  extortion  and  penury,  it  would  be  impossible 
for  tlie  heart  of  man  or  demon  to  devise  a  more  effective  instrument  for  oxtia- 


guishing  eveir  noble  feeling  in  the  female  heart — for  blighting  the  domeetio 
affections,  ana  for  degrading  the  males  and  females  of  that  portiM  of  the  eom-

have  been  partially  tried,  and  found  good.  The  powers  of  the 
Central  Board  will,  doubtless,  tie  matter  of  great  alarm  and  jea¬ 
lousy  ;  but  we  apprehend  that  they  are  more  likely  to  fall  short 
than  to  exceed  what  is  necessary  ;  and  already  we  see  that  they 
•re  to  be  tied  up  in  a  most  clumsy  way  the  SccretaiT  of  the 
Home  Department,  to  whom  every  order  is  to  be  submitted  and 
latched  to  validity  in  a  space  not  lessthan  forty  days.  Here  is  som^ 
thing  excellently  suited  to  the  parts  of  Lord  Melbourne— to  sit 
wity  d^t  on  the  eggs  of  the  Central  Director}'.

JThe  Establishment  may  not  be  able  to 
do  without  its  fiye  millions,  but  the  nation  may  be  able  to  do  with- 
out  the  Establishment,  and  to  make  a  better  use  of  the  five  mil- 
lions.  “  I  must  live  says  the  fellow  in  the  old  story ;  and,  •*  I  do 
not  see  the  necessity,*'  is  the  rtHoinder;  of  which  Lord  Althorp’s 
uncalled-for  exposition  of  the  Church  question  will  remind  the  pub. 
lie.  Lord  Althorp  is  certain  that  the  majority  in  the  House  are 
favourable  to  the  existence  of  a  State  Church.-  The  fact  doubtless 
is  so,  and  it  only  proves  that  the  House  is  not  representative 
of  the  people,  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  Reform,  which  is  the 
perpetual  boast  of  Ministers.  When  the  Dissenters  of  England 


majority  against  the  State  Church  ;  the  Catholics  alone  of  the  * 
United  Kingdoms  mustering  nearly  eight  millions,  or  a  third  of  the 
population.  But  it  is  an  error  to  compute  all  the  members  of  the 
Church  as  supporters  of  its  connection  with  the  State — a  minority, 
considerable  in  number,  and  yet  more  considerable  in  talent,  are 
adverse  to  its  political  character,  and  advocates  of  the  voluntary 
principle. 

We  have  observed  that  Lord  Althorp’s  reference  to  the  Church 
question  was  gratuitous,  for  it  seems  to  us  that  the  Tithe  Commu¬ 
tation  is  only  connected  with  the  Church  question  in  the  view  we 
take — that  is,  in  the  anticipation  of  the  abolition  of  the  Establish¬ 
ment  ;  in  which  Lord  Althorp  will  surely  not  join.  We  warn  the 
people  against  letting  hostility  to  the  Clergy  bias  their  conduct  in 
this  necessary  arrangement.  We  tell  them  to  be  just  to  the  Clergy 
how,  as  they  would  have  what  is  just  for  themselves  hereafter.

Thus,  he  is  not  the  worse  for  beer  in  an  Ale  House  i 
but  beer  in  a  Beer  House  is  the  destmetion  of  soul  and  body,  and 
the  root  of  all  eviL  If  he  drink  it,  indeed,  outside  the  door,  he  is 
safe  *  but  if  he  take  it  under  the  roof,  his  morality  is  crushed.

■Ues  marred  the  etfect  of  the  BMasnre,  and  would  epen  a  door  to  such  conse- 
anencet  as  were  now  universally  comolaioed  of ;  but,  upon  having  a  commuoi- 
Mtiod  on  the  sul^ct  with  Mr  Calcrau,  and  with  Mr  Goulbum,  who  was  then 
Chsaeellor  of  the  Bzchec^r,  be  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  put 
M  ead  to  the  lofleence,  often  improperly  exercised,  of  the  greet  brewers,  end 
to  another  iafluence  which  was  still  more  objectionsble,  that  of  the  Licensiog 
Mseistrstes,  by  which  they  were  often  determined  to  take  awav,  or  not  to  give, 
a  li«nce,  not  according  to  the  good  conduct  of  the  individual  as  a  publican, 
bat  for  other  considerations  which  he  need  not  now  mention ;  and  it  was  this 
consideration  which  induced  the  House  of  Commons  to  accede  to  the  measure 
in  the  form  which  it  ultimately  assumed.  The  magigirates  and  country  gen- 
tlemeny  and  in^d  every  claaa  veraons,  seemed  now  to  be  alarmed  at  the 
conseauences  which  haa  followed  the  introduction  of  that  measure.  The  infor¬ 
mation  he  had  received  had  induced  him  to  recommend,  two  years  ago,  that 
they  should  wait  to  see  if  the  evils  incurred,  and  which  all  men  now  cried  ont 


ifttt,  woftid  he  such  as  to  shake  the  opinions  that  then  existed.  In  his 
d  there  ought  to  be  a  distinction  taken  oa  this  subject,  namely,  that  these 


beer  shops  were  chiefly  mischievous  in  one  state  of  circumstances.  He 
thought  that  they  were  not  mischievous  in  large  towns,  nor  even  in  consider- 
fthle  country  towns  ;  but  that  the  mischiefs  now  complained  of  arose  chiefly 
from  beer  Mops  in  places  that  were  entirely  country  places,  upon  the  edges  of 
commons,  ia  lone  places  that  were  necessarily  out  of  the  reach  of  the  govem- 
ment  of  towni^  f>^*^  ^he  superintendence  which  ought  to  be  exercised 
over  them.  His  belief  was,  that  the  number  of  the  places  that  he  had  last 
meatiooed  was  considerable,  that  they  were  productive  of  very  injurious 
results ;  and  so  the  complaints  against  the  measure  were,  in  one  respect,  well 
founded ;  hut  he  did  act  think  that  the  whole  of  the  measure  ought  to  suffer 
from  those  complaints  against  a  part,  however  well  founded  they  might  be, 
and  he  must  eny  that  some  of  them  appeared  to  him  a  little  exa^mrated.  It 
became,  therefore,  a  question,  whether  the  measure  ought  not  to  lie  modified 
ia  two  respects.  One  of  these  was  to  establish  a  more  efficient  visitation 
over  those  beer  shops ;  and  the  second  was,  to  limit  the  exercise  of  the  power 
to  set  up  those  be«r  shops,  to  towns  or  villages,  or  to  within  a  short  and 
■loertalaed  distance  from  such  towns. 

That  it  to  say,  his  Lordship  is  for  prohibiting  Beer  Houses  where 
they  are  most  wanted^in  lone  places,  which  will  not  support  a 
public  house.  People  on  the  edges  of  commons  cannot  possibly 
want  to  drink  ;  or  If  they  do,  they  can  walk  to  a  town  or  village 
half-a-dozen  miles  off,  or  so,  where  Beer  Houses  are  permitted,  and 
buy  their  beer  at  a  shop  where  they  must  not  not  sit  down  or  stop 
to  drink  it,  because  it  were  bad  for  their  morality,  but  whence  they 
are  free  to  carry  it  back  to  the  edge  of  the  common ;  or,  if  they  be 
impatient,  they  may  regale  under  a  hedge.  A  little  additional  exer¬ 
cise  is  nothing  to  a  man  who  works  from  sun-rise  to  sun-set.  He 
is  a  peripatetic.  But  it  remains  to  be  explained  how  it  is,  that  if 
the  Beer  Shops  in  lonely  and  thinly  peopled  places  are  those  which 
are  mischievous,  so  mu^  crime  as  alleged,  which  must  have  a  pro¬ 
portion  to  a  numerous  population,  has  proceeded  from  them.  The 
frequenters  of  tho  Beer  Shops  in  wild  and  scantily  inhabited  districts 
mast  be  few,  and  yet  the  multitude  is  said  to  be  corrupted  by  them  I 

We  are  f^ad  to  see  that  Lord  Melbourne  did  not  join  in  the 
Chancellor’s  views.  As  for  the  pretence  of  the  increase  of  crime, 
it  was  last  session  denied,  by  one  of  the  Ministers,  that  there  was 
any  such  increase ;  and  it  would  have  been  well  for  the  Learned 
Lord  on  the  woolsack  to  have  specified  the  **  contequencejt  ”  of  the 
Beer  Aet,  which  have  alarmed  **  the  magistrates  and  country  gentle- 
**nfien,  and  all  classes  of  persons.”  We  will  not  deny  that  the 
Beer  Houses,  here  and  there,  may  be  ill-conducted  and  turned  to 
bad  uses ;  but,  aa  the  Timet  observes —

The  Lord  Chancellor  has  bestowed  a  very  glowing  panegyric  on 
the  Clergy,  for  following  in  the  wake  of  the  Dissenters  in  thd 
education  of  the  people.  He  says,  that  after  the  example  was  set— 

They  canu  bravely  forward  to  establish  infant  schools  of  their  own.  Mean 
and  grovelling  creatures  might  have  been  deterred  from  doing  so,  by  the  ap< 
prehension  that  it  wonid  be  in^uted  to  them  that  they  were  merely  acting  m 
imitation  of  the  Dissenters.  But  they  were  iaflueneed  by  nobler  and  purer 
motives — they  gallantly  resolved  to  foUow  in  the  wake  sf^  those  wAom,  perhapt^ 
they  thought  tkn  ought  to  have  preced^  He  stated  it  as  a  eircumstanca 
bighlv  creditable  to  them.  He  stated  it  as  a  cireumstanoe  which  h^hh  re- 
dounded  to  their  glory.  With  an  abdication  of  superiority,  with  a  se^-d^isd 
truly  admirabUf  the  Church  of  England  oondeseended  to  follow  the  exempt# 
which  had  been  set  them  by  the  Dissenters,  and  to  eetablish  infant  schools  aS 
extensively — they  could  not  establish  them  more  extensively-^to  establilk 
infant  schools  as  successfully — they  could  not  establish  them  more  successfully 
—as  the  Dissenters  had  done. 

I  This  is  a  very  fine  flourish,  in  the  mock-heroic  key ;  but,  allowing 
the  great  glory  of  the  Clergy,  in  sailing  in  the  wake  of  the  Ditsentera 
in  the  matter  of  education,  what  are  we  to  say  of  the  glory  of  their 
first  having  attempted  to  run  down  the  ship  that  now  lea^  them  ? 
It  was  only  after  they  bad  failed  in  their  attempt  to  crush,  that  they 
consented  to  follow.  They  took  the  matter  up,  when  they  could 
not  mar  it.  Great  glory,  my  Lord  Brougham  !  But  this  ia  the  beat 
he  can  say  of  the  Church.  It  has  shown  its  admirable  aelf-deniai 
in  sailing  in  the  wake  of  the  Dissenters :  it  has  never  shown  itf 
admirable  self-denial  in  the  exaction  of  its  daea  from  them. 

The  Church  door  was  knocked  at,  when  the  good  work  wae  firal 
afoot — and  the  answer  was,  **  Not  at  Home  t”  and  when  they  eomn 
out,  at  the  twelfth  hour,  to  keep  a  share  of  what  they  cannot  ipoil^ 
**  What  admirable  self-denial  1”  cries  Lord  Brongham,  in  an  eoatacy 
of  adulation.  And  then  what  staflT  about  the  abdication  of  supo* 
riority,  when  baflied  in  the  attempt  to  destroy,  and  beaten  in  the 
race  to  do  good  !  Where  is  the  superiority  said  to  be  abdicated  f 
Only  in  the  lofty  position  of  the  Church  on  the  shoulders  of  Mammon*

jjifte  beautiful  sonn  ought  to  enlist  all  lovers  of  music  amon^ 
the  purchasers  of  Mi^ox*s  excellent  periodical.  Even  the  manX 
to  whom  melody  is  but  melody,  delicious  in  itself,  but  spiking  o 
nothing  beyond,  will  find  an  ample  feast  set  brfore  them  in  ^h^ 
aifi ;  while,  to  the  smaller  number,  who  require  that  music  Mall 
be  to  poetry  what  a  sweet  voice  is  to  the  sweet  meanings  to  which 
it  gives  utterance,  they  will  yield  a  still  higher  enjoyment. 

Of  the  few  songs  which  have  appeared,  we  prefer  those  for 
February  and  March.  The  February  song  is  like  the  veiy'  note  of 
the  birds  whose  loves  it  celebrates.  The  verses  for  March,  finely 
descriptive  of  “  winds  and  clouds,**  have  called  forth  from  the  ima¬ 
gination  of  the  composer  a  strain  of  inspired  grandeur ;  such,  as  if 
arranged  on  a  full  band  of  wind  instruments,  would  blend  gloriously 
with  the  hollow  resounding  of  the  tempest,  dying  away  in  a  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  loveliest  and  richest  softness  of  the  April  song ;  we  quote 
the  words — their  only  fault  is  shortness 

Her  ch«k  is  pale,  her  ^es  are  wet,  The  paleness  fleets,  the  tears  are  dry, 
Her  voice  in  murmurings  Her  voice  with  gladness  nnn  $ 

Grieves  lowly  to  the  room  that  yet  The  suiuhine  over  earth  and  sky 
No  sunshine  brings.  Its  brightness  flings. 

Why  linger  ye,  O  laughing  hours  ?  Coroe  revel  through  my  laughing  hours, 
Uncm  ye  hud^  unfurl  ye  flowers !

Giulibtta  Grisi  has  appeared  as  ^nna  Bolena^  a  part  written 
for  Pasta,  both  poetically  and  musically.  Pasta  had  identified 
herself  with  it.  It  was,  in  truth,  Anna  Bolena^  in  the  character  of 
Pasta  ;  for  the  matronly  dignity  with  which  the  great  actress  in¬ 
vested  the  part  belonged  to  herself,  and  not  to  the  historical  Anne 
Boleyn.  Giuuetta  Grisi  presented  us  with  the  heroine,  as  she 
might  really  have  been,  in  all  the  splendour  of  her  youth  and 
beauty.  It  seems  to  us  preposterous  to  say,  as  some  have  said, 
that  she  copied  Pasta.  She  had  reminiscences  of  Pasta,  but  did 
not  turn  aside  from  her  own  course,  either  to  imitate  or  avoid 
them.  Her  singing  was  all  her  own  :  on  this  point  there  is  no  dif¬ 
ference  of  opinion — the  most  beautiful  of  voices,  guided  by  the 
truest  feeling,  and  the  most  consummate  skill.  Her  sotto  voce  sing¬ 
ing,  in  the  prayer  in  the  last  scene  of  this  opera,  as  that  in  La 
Gazza  Laara,  is  pure;  sweet,  uniform,  distinct,  and  thrillingly  pa¬ 
thetic,  to  a  degree  unequalled  and  unsurpassable. 

On  this^  occasion,  the  celebrated  young  Russian,  M.  Ivanhoff, 
appeared  in  the  part  of  Percy,  He  has  a  fine  counter-tenor  voice, 
much  science,  and  good  taste.  He  wants  the  high  finish  and  per¬ 
fect  expression  of  Rubini  ;  and  it  is  disadvantageous  to  him  to 
appear  in  one  of  Rubini's  best  parts,  while  the  latter  is  here  and 
unemployed.  He  is  a  great  acquisition  to  the  musical  stage,  though 
he  was  not  especially  needed  in  this  instance. 

Mrs  £.  Seguin,  in  the  character  of  Jane  Seymour,  received  and 
deserved  encouragement.  If  Caradori  declined  this  part,  and  will 
be  nothing  but  prima  donna  assolutitsima,  the  management  has  made 
a  very  blind  bargain  in  engaging  her  for  the  season. 

The  Elslbrs  have  returned.  Fanny  is  much  improved,  and  will 
soon  outshine  all  Europe  in  the  art  of  pirouetting  on  one  toe. 

COVENT-GARDBN. 

We  promised  ourselves  a  treat  in  the  revival  of  Don  Juan,  and 
we  have  not  been  totally  disappointed.  Braham  is  a  better  and 
more  spirited  actor  now  than  he  was  twenty  years  ago ;  and  if  his 
voice  has  lost  something  of  its  force,  he  has  lost  with  it  the  temp¬ 
tation  to  sacrifice  his  better  taste  to  the  applause  of  the  galleries : 
yet,  when  the  occasion  will  allow,  as  in  the  jewous  conviviality  of 
Fin  che  il  vino,  he  poured  forth  a  full  volume  of  sound,  which  filled 
every  corner  of  the  theatre ;  to  this  La  ci  darem  was  a  beautiful 
contrast.  We  do  not  wonder  at  the  conquests  of  a  libertine,  who 
could  sing  so  tenderly ;  in  this  duet  Miss  Shirefp  fully  bore  her 
part ;  and  the  whole  of  her  Zerlina  was  well  sung  and  mirly  acted. 
She  has  not  improved  as  much  as  we  wished  or  expected,  yet  she

In  any  other  respect  than  as  works  of  art,  which  have  deservedly 
reached  a  very  extended  distribution,  the  publications  of  the  Society 
for  the  DiflTusion  of  Useful  Knowle^e  always  appeared  to  us  ex¬ 
tremely  impotent,  and  discordant  with  the  S^iety’s  professed 
intentions.  The  Maps,  the  Gallery  of  Portraits,  and  the  Library  of 
Entertaining  Knowledge,  are  all  popular,  and  exclusively  so  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  beauty  of  their  illustrations.  The  extraordinary 
tale  of  the  Penny  Magazine  is  dependent  almost  entirely  on  the 
excellence  of  the  wooa  eneravin^,  and  in  spite  of  the  repugnance 
entertained  of  its  immoral  evasion  of  the  stamp  duties.  But  the 
treatises  intended  for  popular  instruction  have,  for  the  most  part, 
signally  failed  in  their  object. 

The  Society  would  do  well,  therefore,  to  confine  its  labours  to 
art ;  and  we  reioice  in  the  specimen  now  before  us,  attesting  the 
application  of  tne  Society’s  attention  to  music — of  all  branches  of 
art  the  roost  social  and  generally  sympathetic.  An  increasing 
refinement  of  sentiment,  and  an  improved  taste  amongst  the  people, 
are  the  certain  consequences  of  these  publications ;  and  art  will 
shortly  cease  to  acknowledge  the  prejudiced  ignorance  and  selfish 


exclusiveness  of  a  sordid  and  wealthy  aristocracy  as  its  sole  encou- 
rager.  The  artist  is  already  awake  to  the  importance  of  appealing 
to  the  intelligence  of  the  many,  which  he  will  soon  learn  to  direct 
and  guide^rather  than  follow  the  dictation,  or  cringe  for  the 
patroQSM,  of  the  few. 

The  Musical  Ubrary  is  marvellously  cheap ;  and  the  monopoly 
of  the  music  trade,  which  hitherto  opposed  and  discouraged  any 
reduction  of  the  usual  price  of  music,  will  be  completely  destroyed. 

It  Is  a  work  calculated  for  every  subdivision  of  musical  taste ; 
and,  judmng  from  the  first  part,  it  promises  to  become  a  greatly 
improved  aucceaaor  to  the  Harmomcon,  both  aa  to  selection,  as  well 
ae  price. 

El^h  part  of  the  Musical  Library  will  contain  thirty-eix  pages  of 
auitc,  printed  in  copper  type,  at  the  price  of  eighteen-pence— about 
a  fifib  oi  the  trader’s  price ;  and  will  present,  as  a  repertory  of  vocal 
and  instrumental  music,  the  best  illustrations  of  all  the  many  various 
expreasions  of  the  art.  The  madrigal,  the  canon,  and  glee— exhi¬ 
biting  occasionally  the  greatest  refinements  and  powerful  effecu  of 
dropTicity,  and  even  grandeur,  ^uliariy  English  in  character,  and 
hitherto  comparatively  neglected— are  to  be  renved.  To  the  judicioua 
muttcal  education,  they  offer  an  indispensable  contrast  to  the  pro¬ 
ductions  of  the  German  and  Italian  scnools.

THE  PARLIAMENT. 

HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Monday,  April  14. 

The  Load  Ciiamcellor  mentioned  that  he  had  one  or  two  amendments 
to  propose  in  the  metropolitan  sessions*  bill  before  it  came  under  dis> 
cussion  ;  and  gave  notice,  that  he  would  move  the  second  reading  of  the 
bill  on  Tuesday,  with  the  view  of  making  those  amendments. 

Earl  Gaky  presented  a  petition  from  the  high  sheriff  and  grand  jury 
of  Tipperary,  against  the  repeal  of  the  union.  The  noble  lord  repeated 
his  conviction,  that  the  repeal  could  lead  to  nothing  less  than  the  absolute 
ruin  of  both  countries. 

Numerous  petitions  were  presented,  praying  for  relief  from  grievances, 
and  some  of  them  for  the  separation  of  church  and  state. 

Tuetday,  April  15. 

In  a  conversation  which  occurred  on  the  presentation  of  some  petitions 
against  beer-shops,  Lord  Melbourne  said,  it  would  be  difficult  to  provide 
a  remedy  for  the  evils  arising  from  them  without  recurring  to  the  old 
licensing  system,  to  which  there  were  great  and  insuperable  objections. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  trial  of  offenders* 
.(London  and  Middlesex)  bill  was  read  a  second  time. 

Wednesday,  April  16. 

PROGRESS  OP  EDUCATION. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  moved  for  certain  returns  connected  with  the 
progress  of  education ;  a  subject  of  considerable  interest  to  the  morals  of 
the  people.  Many  persons  had  urged  him  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  provide 
for  the  general  education  of  the  people  of  this  country,  upon  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  the  **  parish  school  bill**  in  (Gotland.  He  had  hesitated  to  do 
so,  because,  although  it  had  worked  most  beneficially  for  the  people  of 
Scotland,  such  a  measure  might  not  be  equally  applicable  to  this  coun¬ 
try.  At  the  time  that  bill  passed  there  were  no  schools  in  Scotland ; 
and  therefore  it  was  a  good  plan  to  establish  that,  by  particular  funds,  a 
school  with  a  small  garden  should  be  provided  in  every  parish.  To 
plant  similar  schools  in  this  country,  a  rate  for  their  maintenance  would 
be  necessary.  If  in  England  they  said,  **  Let  there  be  a  school  in  every 
parish,**  they  would  thereby  put  an  end  to  the  present  means  of  educa¬ 
tion  derived  from  voluntary  contribution.  On  principle  he  refused  to 
adopt  the  compulsory  system,  in  which  he  considered  that  there  was  very 
great  risk ;  still  it  appeared  to  him  that  there  was  a  much  greater  risk  in 
doing  nothing  at  all  to  remove  the  lamentable  want  of  education  which 
prevailed.  During  the  ten  years  between  1818  and  1828,  when  the  test 
and  corporation  acts  were  removed,  a  great  increase  had  taken  place  in 
the  amount  of  education.  He  had  addressed  a  circular  to  the  clergymen 
of  about  5(X)  parishes,  in  various  parts  of  the  kingdom,  with  a  view  to 
ascertain  the  amount  of  that  increase,  and  he  found  that  the  number  of 
schools  in  those  parishes  had  been  doubled,  and  the  number  of 
scholars  more  than  doubled.  Government  might  do  much  good 
by  aiding,  by  the  grant  of  small  sums  of  money,  those  who  were 
^ling  to  assist  in  the  formation  of  schools  by  voluntary  subscrip¬ 
tion.  This  plan  had  been  tried  and  found  eminently  successfuL  Never 
was  20,0001.  better  laid  out,  than  when  voted  parliament  for  that 
purpose ;  and  the  parliament  had  voted  another  20,0001.  still  further  to 
promote  the  same  object.  There  was,  however,  in  the  system  of  educa-  j 
tion  a  deficiency  greatly  to  be  lamented.  There  was  a  serious  lack  of 
Wally  useful  education.  This  was  especially  owing  to  the  deficiency  of 
cheap  seminaries,  where  those  who  meant  to  be  schoolmasters  might 
themselves  be  properly  instructed.  This  was  a  defect  for  which  the  par- 
fij^ent  would  no  doubt  take  care  to  provide,  and  would  add  to  the 
20,00(V.  already  voted  20,000/.  more,  towards  the  establishment  of  semi- 
*'anes,  or  nom^  schools,  for  the  education  of  those  who  would  after¬ 
wards  be  called  to  preside  over  inferior  schools  themselves.  He  had 
gwat  Impes  that  this  session  would  not  be  suffered  to  pass  by  tne  legisla¬ 
ture  without  some  attempt  being  made  to  take  up  these  points  in  an  en¬ 
lightened  spirit.  The  learned  lord  then  adverted  to  the  funds  already 
l^pHcable  to  the  purposes  of  education  and  to  other  purposes,  but  which 
had,  in  many  instances,  been  grossly  misappropriated.  The  charitable 
funds  connected  with  the  counties  of  York,  Cumberland,  and  12  or  IS 
whose  population  exceeded  7,000,000  (half  the  population  of 
“JJglnnd  and  Wales),  amounted  to  428,000/.  This  would  give,  for  the 
^’hde  country,  between  800,000/.  and  9(X),0(X)/.  a-year— a  magnificent 
“Ppli^d  to  charitable  purposes.  But  he  was  convinced  that  if 
lAOnnSl?****  i“*fly  »nd  Isirly  managed,  they  would  amount  to 

***m1UU/.  Annually.  It  was  not  every  one  who  founded  a  school  or  an 
ought  to  be  call^  charitable.  There  were  no  greater 
utsanees  m  tUs  country  than  seme  of  those  institutions  which  ware  nye- 


called  charities.  Many  of  them  were  not  merely  uaeleaa,  but  misohier’ 
ous — many  of  them  were  such  that  the  law  ought  not  to  allow ;  and 
many  of  them  in  their  origin  were  of  such  a  kind  as  the  law  did  not 
allow.  As  an  instance,  he  would  point  to  the  Foundling  Hospital,  with 
its  now  large  revenue,  which  would  shortly  amount  to  1  W,(XX)/.  a-year. 
It  was  not  a  foundling  hospital,  nor  had  it  been  for  half  a  century  past. 
Why  was  the  alteration  made?  Because  it  produced  the  most  mis¬ 
chievous  effects — the  desertion,  the  abandonment  of  children,  were  its 
immediate  fruits.  In  consequence  of  that  establishment,  children  had 
been  brought  into  existence  who  otherwise  would  not  have  seen  the 
light.  Seeing  that  the  institution  offered  a  premium  for  vice,  the  go¬ 
vernors  had  made  a  rule,  **  that  in  future  no  child  shall  be  admitted  un¬ 
til  its  parents  are  examined.**  Again,  of  the  Small-pox  Hospital, 
before  the  discovery  of  vaccination,  the  late  Lord  Ellenborough  said, 
“  These  splendid  towers  must  all  come  to  the  ground,  notwithstanding 
the  intention  of  the  testator,  if  it  were  found  to  propagate  and  perpetuate, 
instead  of  curing,  repelling,  and  preventing  disease.  **  That  establishment 
had  since  been  converted  into  a  fever  hospital,  and  partly  into  an  institu¬ 
tion  for  vaccination.  If  those  who  were  at  the  head  of  these  things,  mis¬ 
called  charities,  should  continue  to  persevere  in  their  dogged  resistance  to 
all  improvement ;  if  they  did  not  apply  in  a  better  manner  the  funds  which 
the  munificence  of  former  times  hail  supplied  for  charitable  purposes,  be 
should  call  on  parliament  to  look  on  those  estates  as  placed  peculiarly 
under  their  care,  and  to  see  that  the  trust  was  more  beneficially  and  more 
safely  executed  than  it  had  been.  The  learned  lord  concluded  by 
moving  **  for  a  return  of  the  charities  in  the  following  counties,**  with 
the  list  of  which  he  would  not  trouble  their  lordships. 

The  Earl  of  Malmesbury  thought  the  establishment  of  normal 
schools  unnecessary,  because  those  who  founded  charity  schools  always 
selected  proper  masters. - Lord  Wyneord  protested  against  the  state¬ 

ments  made  by  the  noble  lord  on  ex  parte  information.  He  admitted, 
that  if  any  of  the  property  mentioned  had  been  misapplied,  so  as  to  be¬ 
come  a  nuisance,  the  interference  of  parliament  would  be  justified  ;  but 
if  that  property  was  administered  conformably  to  the  intention  of  the 
donors,  then  the  house  had  no  right  to  interfere,  and  the  trustees  would 
be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  trust  if  they  did  not  protest  against  such  inter¬ 
ference.  He  lauded  the  clergy  of  the  church  of  England  for  their  exer¬ 
tions  in  the  cause  of  education,  and  denied  the  right  of  parliament  to 

impose  a  rate  for  the  purposes  of  education. - The  Lord  Chancellor 

denied  that  his  information  was  obtained  from  ex  parte  statements.  He 
fully  admitted  the  obligations  which  the  country  owed  to  the  established 
clergy,  but  he  could  not  therefore  lose  sight  of  the  claims  of  the  dis¬ 
senting  clergy  to  our  gratitude.  The  dissenters  had  commenced  the 
work  of  education,  and  he  granted  that  the  church  clergy  had  not  been 
slow  to  follow  them,  and  highly  extolled  their  virtue  for  so  doing. 

Thursday,  April  17. 

The  Earl  of  Warwick  presented  a  petition  from  the  master  hatters  of 
London,  for  the  suppression  of  trades*  unions. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Marquis  of  Westmeath,  a  bill  to  prevent  the 
burning  of  land  in  Ireland  was  read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  a 
select  committee. 

Friday,  April  18. 

FESTIVAL  IN  WESTMINSTER  ABBEY. 

Tlie  Duke  of  Newcastle  strongly  objected  to  the  musical  festival 
being  held  in  Westminster  Abbey,  and,  believing  it  to  be  inconsistent 
with  religious  rites,  and  a  place  of  worship,  would  wish  the  noble  earl 
(Grey)  to  state  whether  it  was  true  that  such  intention  existed,  and,  if 
so,  whether  it  met  with  his  approbation.— Earl  Grey  said  that, 
though  the  subject  was  one  with  which  as  minister  he  had  nothing  to 
do,  he  did  not  object  to  state  that  it  was  intended  to  hold  a  musical  festi¬ 
val  in  the  Abbey  this  summer,  similar  to  that  in  the  reign  of  Geo.  III. 

(Hear.) - The  Earl  of  Malmesbury  thought  that  the  countenance  of 

such  a  proceeding  Geo.  Ill,  **  of  glorious  memory,**  and  by  he  sanction 
of  Bishop  Porteus,  were  alone  sufficient  to  remove  all  doubts  or  objec¬ 
tion.  He  referred  likewise  to  the  various  uses  to  which  churches  were 
daily  put,  and  also  to  the  coronation  of  our  kings. 

The  English  and  Irish  Judgments  Bill  went  through  aCommittee.-^ 
The  Smuggling  Act  Amendment  Bill  was  read  a  second  time.— -The 
Common  Fields  Bill  was  read  a  second  time. — The  Duke  of  Gloucester 
gave  notice  that  on  Monday,  he  would  present  the  counter  petition  from 
the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  on  the  subject  of  the  Dis¬ 
senters*  claims. — Several  petitions  were  presented  M^inst  the  desecration 
of  the  Sabbath,  and  in  fisvour  of  the  claims  of  the  Dissenters,  and  •  fisw 
against  altering  the  Church  Patronage  of  Scotland. 

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Monday,  April  14. 

The  St  Pancras  paving  bill  was  thrown  out,  on  the  second  reading,  by 
a  minority  of  6,  the  numbers  being  85  and 

The  adjourned  debate  on  the  ^mbridge  petition  was  not  reaumed  ; 
the  petition  was  laid  upon  the  table  without  comment. 

Lord  Althorf  was  understood  to  assent  to  a  motion  of  Mr  O'Connell, 
for  the  production  of  the  record  of  the  conviction  of  the  agricultural 
labourers  at  Dorchester ;  and  Mr  O'Connell  gave  notice,  that  on  Friday 
he  would  bring  forward  a  motion  on  the  subject  of  that  conviction. 

•UFFLY. - MISCELLANEOUS  ESTIMATES. 

The  house  having  gone  into  committee  of  supply,  Mr  S.  liics  brought 
forward  the  miscellaneous  estimates ;  and,  in  introducing  them  to  the 
notice  of  the  committee,  he  observed  that,  comparing  the  estimates  of 
this  year  with  the  estimates  of  last  year,  the  saving  effected  in  the  charges 
which  they  include  was  284,660/.  ;  comparing  them  with  the  estimates 
of  1882,  the  saving  was  726,600/. ;  and  comparing  them  with  the  esti¬ 
mates  of  1831,  the  saving  was  1, *122,000/. 

22,500/.  was  then  vot^  for  allowances  and  expenses  of  the  barfiifsis 
employed  in  revising  lists  of  voters  under  the  reform  act. 

11,550/.  was  voted  for  tlie  purchase  of  two  pictures,  by  Corngie,  tor 

the  nat^al  gallery. - Mr  Roebuck  imnark^  that  this  wm  om  af

Tkoy  wovo  fttimnn^ 
to  behold,  across  the  frontier,  a  greal  people,  self-govenied....govtra^^ 
thoroughly  democratic  institutions ;  ai^  what  was  the  lesuit  ?  A 
of  unexampled  prosperity^uiet,  rapid,  and  unceasing  improTement  • 
laws  and  institutions  that  continued,  in  their  action,  regular  as  a  piece  of 
physical  machinery.  They  saw  cheap  government,  and  yet  perfect  pro. 
tection — they  saw  the  governing  body  performing  the  true  fun^oas^a 
govemment-^not  contented  with  protecting,  to  its  uttermost,  prepertv 
persons,  and  reputation  to  all  citizens,  but  assisting  in  all  those  neat 
underU^ings  which  were  best  forwarded  by  the  combined  effort!  of  a 
whole  people.  The  two  provinces  of  Canada  had  been  tor  some  time 
permitted  to  provide  for  their  own  expenses,  and,  oonaequenily,  to  rule 
the  expenditure  of  their  government.  This  priviltge  led  to  a  war 
between  the  people  and  their  lepresentatives  on  the  one  side,  and  the 
official  persons  on  the  other.  One  party  desirous  of  having  the 
supervuion  of  the  people  reduced  to  nothing,  the  other  deter* 
mined  to  maintain  and  exercise  that  supervision  to  'the  utmost. 
During  the  last  20  years  the  official  tribe  had  been  striving  to  attain 
their  object,  and  in  all  their  endeavours  they  had  been  supported  by  the 
government  at  home.  In  order  to  ensure  the  legislative  council  being 
regularly  convoked,  the  house  of  assembly  wisely  determined  to  pass 
the  estimates  of  their  civil  list  yearly.  The  official  tribe  thereupon 
raised  an  outery  of  disloyalty  and  disrespect  to  his  majesty,  and  the 
home  government  waged  war  with  the  people  through  three  successive 
governors  on  this  matter.  The  Duke  of  Richmond,  Sir  P.  Maitland, 
Lord  Dalhousie,  all  fought  this  battle  for  the  official  tribe  of  hirelings 
who  thus  made  a  cat’s  paw  of  his  majesty’s  government ;  and  at  this 
moment  the  right  hon.  secretary  for  the  colonies  was  willing  and  en¬ 
deavouring  to  continue  this  mischievous  and  degrading  warfare.  Ano¬ 
ther  source  of  contention  was,  that  the  people’s  representatives  were 
sirous  to  vote  the  people’s  money  by  items — so  much  for  this  functionsrj, 
so  much  to  that ;  whereupon  the  government  set  up  a  cry  about  t^ 
King’s  prerogative,  in  which  they  were  supported  by  the  home  govern¬ 
ment.  The  whole  business  of  the  state  was  completely  stopped,  sad 
every  description  of  ill-feeling  created.  Could  we  hesitate  a  moment 
in  declaring  the  conduct  of  the  assembly  in  the  highest  degree  wise  sad 
circumspect,  while  that  of  the  provincial  government  was  corrupt  and 
vicious — that  of  the  home  government  the  very  acme  of  folly  ?  During 
the  administration  of  Siir  James  Craig,  certain  members  of  the  sasem- 
hly  oflTended  the  governor  by  things  said  in  the  bouse.  The  govemcr 
arrested  five  of  tlwm,  and  put  them  into  the  common  gaol  at  Quehee ; 
and  one,  who  was  afterwards  a  jud^e,  he  confined  a  whole  year.  They 
were  eventually  turned  out  of  prison,  unable  to  lean!  what  was  ffieir 
offence,  or  to  obtain  a  trial.  Ho  much  for  the  administratioA  of  justice. 
For  many  years  the  representatives  of  the  people  had  in  vain  endea¬ 
voured  to  obtain  an  account  of  the  moneys  in  the  possession  of  the  receiver- 
TCneral  of  the  province  ;  the  demands  of  the  assembly  vrere  steadily  re¬ 
fused.  The  assembly,  after  repeated  refusals,  evasions,  and  deception,  detcf- 
roined  to  lay  on  no  more  taxes,  and  thus  drive  the  governor  to  draw  upon 
the  receiver-general.  The  TOvemor,  no  longer  able  to  shelter  the  if- 
ceiver-gener^.  Sir  John  Caldwell,  ^d  draw  upon  him,  and  then  it  was 
discovered  that  this  servant  of  the  crown  had  disposed  of  lOOjKX)/.  of 
the  people’s  money,  and  was  a  bankrupt.  He  was  neither  brought  to 
account,  nor  punished.  He  still  possessed  the  property  acquired  by  ths 
money  of  the  people,  and  was,  moreover,  u  legislative  councillor,  !ad 
had  lately  been  active  in  abusing  that  very  nation  which  he  had  be¬ 
fore  so  unmercifully  robbed.  Lora  Ripon,  during  the  last  five  months 
of  his  administration  as  colonial  secretary,  began  to  be  aware  of  the  ifsl 
condition  of  the  colony,  and  to  act  in  a  way  to  conciliate  the  people. 
The  Canadians  were  in  hopes  that  the  evils  under  which  they  bsd  lo 
long  suffered  were  about  to  be  removed  ;  and  it  was  upon  a  people  thus 
excited  by  long-continued  oppression  and  lately-creat^  hope  that  the 
right  hon.  gent.  ^Mr.  Stanley)  was  about  to  exercise  his  coniroul  end 
guidance.  It  might  have  been  expected,  under  such  circumstance^ 
that  he  would  have  abstained  from  all  language  that  was  likely  to  irri- 
tale  or  disgust  the  colonists ;  that  lie  would  in  cases  endeavour  to  mahs 
**  ^rsuasiondo  the  work  of  fear.”  He  had,  on  the  contrary,  assuiaed 
a  dictatorial  manner  ;  he  had  insulted  the  people’s  representatives— be hsd 
threatened  them  with  coercion — lie  had  thrust  upon  them  his  determins- 
tion  of  maintaining  monarchical  dominion,  and  had  insisted  so  firmly 
upon  maintaining  the  King’s  prerogatives  untouched,  that  be  had  at* 


ther  the  wwer  of  Kngland  could  be  maintained  even  a  lew  year* 
longer.  The  proof  of  these.  asMxtiona  was  at  hand — the  opinion  of  the 
people  themselves,  speaking  through  their  representatives.  The  horns 
of  asMmblpr  in  Lower  Canada  had  formally  seceded  from  all  oommtt- 
nioation  with  the  executive ;  they  bad  determined  to  impeach  Lord  Afr 
oier,  the  govemor-Mneral,  aoting  under  the  commend  of  the  right  hoi^ 
■eo. )  and  they  had  expunged  from  their  journals  tba  dispatchea  ef 
t^  right  hon.  aeo.  aa  being  so  insulting  and  defogatory  to  their  e^ 
dignity  and  honour  as  to  be  unfit  to  remain  upon  their  records.  PuriM 
M  election  for  the  city  of  Montreal  a  riot  took  place,  and  three  uooffi?^ 
iag  Canadians  were  ahoi  by  the  military.  The  officers  oommaading 
^9ro  screened  from  punishment,  saved  even  from  a  trial  s  and  then  the 
governor,  in  dir^t  opposition  to  the  feelings  of  the  people,  issued  a  §•■ 
neral  order,  praising  the  officers  and  soldiers  who  bad  thus  killed  the 
unoffending  pasmngers.  Some  alteration  was  sought  by  the  Canadies 
in  tlw  composition  of  the  legisUtive  council,  in  conformity  with  the  sug¬ 
gestions  of  the  cemmittee  appointed  by  that  house  in  1S28.  The  bouas 
of  sssembly  proposed  that,  in  order  to  learn  what  really  were  the  wis^ 
of  the  people,  a  body  of  persons  should  be  ealled  together,  after  havtaf 
bseo  cLeled  by  the  pe^le,  in  order  simply  to  detennine  this  atagla 
Wr-^vis.,  wbat  aUeration  they  desired  in  the  legislative  oouiioU.  Kc^# 
this  body  thus  proposed  to  be  called  U^her,  by  one  perepn  oretber  was 
unfi>rtuaatcly  turned  a  eonventioiu  right  hoo.  see.  iMwUMl;

OAKADA. 

Mr  Roisucx,  in  moving  **  that  a  select  committee  be  appointed  to 
**  iiquirc  into  the  political  condition  of  ths  Canadas,**  said,  that  his 
excuse  for  pressing  forward  his  motion  at  the  present  time  was  the  critical 
aM  cstraordinary  position  of  ths  colonies  to  which  the  motion  related. 
AO  induce  the  house  to  secede  to  his  request,  it  would  he  his  business  to 
prove 1st.  That  the  provinces  were,  at  that  moment,  in  a  state  nearly 
approachinjz  to  open  revolt :  that  Lower  Canada  particularly,  as  far  as 
words  could  po,  was  actually  in  a  state  of  revolution,  the  house  cf 
isscmbly^  tlietr  bouse  of  commons,  having  formally  seceded  from  all 
communication  with  the  executive,  and  aim  having  expressly  declared 
their  intention  to  im|)eacb  their  present  governor,  t^rd  Aylmer.  2dly, 
Hf  shculd  oadeavoui,  also,  to  show,  that  the  present  disturbed  state  of 
these  oouatries  was  the  result  of  a  long  series  of  continuous  bad  govern¬ 
ment  i  and  that  the  actual  outbreaking  of  the  people  at  the  present 
moment  sprang  immediately  (rom  the  extremely  rash  and  petulant 
bebaviour  of  tlie  present  secretary  for  the  colonies,  who,  unfortunately 
fqr  this  country,  after  having  successfully  fanned  Ireland  into  a  flame, 
had  employed  the  same  quaUties,  to  the  same  end,  in  our  transatlantic 
posaeskions.  3dly,  HU  last  object,  after  having  pointed  out  the  evil, 
would  be  to  suggest  the  remedy  ;  and,  to  that  end,  he  should  endeavour 
to  explain  why  he  desired  a  committee  of  inquiry.  He  would  observe, 
before  he  entered  upon  the  deccrlpliom  with  which  he  should  be  obliged 
to  trouble  the  house,  that  hU  remarks  would  for  the  roost  part  apply  to 
both  proviaoes ;  though  hU  illustrations,  fur  the  purpose  of  avoiding 
confusion,  would  he  orawg  chiefly,  if  not  exclusively,  ftom  one— viz., 
k«wcr  Canada.  The  hon.  Wmher  explained  the  oonstltutfoa  and  form 
of  govtrmnent  of  the  Canadas  ■  consisUng  of  the  governoi*,  (he  legisUtive 
Muoetk  end  the  house  of  aescrohly  ;  which  three  powers  were  a  fliint 
imitation  of  the  form  of  govemmciu  existing  in  Enguuid.  The  governor, 
Mwover,  was  a  person  sent  from  Cagland,  removable  on  the  will  of  the 
king^-a  sovereign  lo  Canada,  but  the  immediate  servant  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  here.  The  members  of  the  legislative  council  were  appointed  by 
the  king  for  life.  They  were  vually  old  otklal  porsons,  appointed  as  a 
ftwa^  for  tewleea.

Conaderable  dheussion  oeeorred  on  the  grant  of  9fi,466/.  to  defray  tbe 
mlariet  of  consuls  abroad,  aftd  thdr  condngant  expensas.—  —Mr  Horr 
moved  an  amendment,  to  reduce  the  vote  by  12,600/.,  but  ultimately 
withdrew  h,  promising  to  bring  forward  a  motion  hersafrer,  for  tbe 
purpose  of  referring  the  whole  subject  to  a  select  committee - The

On  a  vote  of  20,000/.  to  enable  hw  majesty  to  issue  money  for  the 
erection  of  school  houses,  in  aid  of  private  subscriptions,  for  the  ^ucation 
af  tbe  poorer  classes,  Major  Bxaucleek  said  that  he  entirely  agreed  in 

the  principle  of  the  vote,  and  he  heartily  gave  it  his  support.- - 

Mr  Hswts  said,  that  the  house  and  the  country  ought  to  be  grateful  to 
the  government  for  the  manner  in  which  the  money  had  been  distributed, 
liie  grant  of  20,000/.  had  had  the  effect  of  inducing  private  individuals 
to  subscribe,  and  no  less  an  amount  than  60,000/.  had  been  raised  in  that 
_ Lord  Morpeth,  Mr  Ewart,  and  Mr  Orote,  also  spoke  in  appro¬ 
bation  of  the  grant. - It  having  been  objected  that  the  beneflt  of  the 

grant  was  not  extended  to  Scotland,  Mr  8.  Ricx  said,  that  the  reason 
why  Scotland  was  not  included  in  the  grant  was,  because  the  vote  was, 
In  the  flrst  insUnce,  more  or  less  an  experimenUl  vote ;  though  he  was 
free  to  confess,  that  it  now  aiaumed  somewhat  of  a  different  character. 
——Lord  Atriroar  remarked,  that  the  ease  of  Scotland  was,  no  doubt, 
entitled  to  consideration.  The  reason  why  the  present  vote  had  not  been 
originslly  extended  to  Scotland  was,  its  being  understood  that  some  pro¬ 
vision  slready  existed  in  that  country  to  a  considerable  extent ;  while,  at 
the  same  time,  it  waa  considered  advisable  that  the  experiment,  to  have 
frill  justice,  should  be  tried  in  England,  where  no  such  system  had  been 
In  operation.  As  to  the  extension  of  it,  ha  could  not  at  present  positively 
pledge  himself,  but  he  would  certainly  take  the  opportunity  of  ealling 


the  attention  at  the  house  to  it  at  some  future  time.— The  vote  was 
then  agreed  to.

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♦*»“—**  tif  wtihiitfr  ••  i*tf©diice  rc|mbliMn  nM«9ur«6;f  attd  item 
lurther  ado,  »>•  nolently  threatened  Utem  with  a  tecond  edition 
kk  Irkh  eoaieioo  biU.  It  was  idle  to  minea  the  niatter.  He  meant 
thieate— thiaats  of  changing  their  form  of  ^Temiront— threats  of 
power  from  the  popular  branch  of  the  legislature— <and  why 
thtf  angry  language  used  ?  Simply  because  the  house  of  as- 
aambly  had  proposed  a  mo<k  of  learning  the  pe^le’s  wkhes  and  wanU 
which  was  mstasteful  to  the  right  hon.  sec.  Did  the  right  hon.  gent« 
«m>ose  a  monarchy  to  be  of  such  a  nature  as  necessarily  to  entail  a 
nuimm  on  the  people?  Was  a  badly  constituted  second  branch  of  the 
necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  a*  monarchy  ?  If  so,  he 
declare,  that  the  more  rapidly  the  one  and  the  other  were  got  rid 
of  the  better.  The  house  of  assembly,  fond  of  imiuting  the  proceed¬ 
ing  of  that  house,  had  determined,  that  all  members  accepting  place 
fl^ld  Tscate  their  seats;  and  on  Mr  Mondelet,  a  member,  accepting  office, 
they  had  declared  his  seat  raeant,  and  called  upon  the  goremor  to  issue 
n  writ.  The  goremor  refused,  and  report^  his  reRisal  to  the  right 
hon.  sec.,  who  thereupon  sent  him  a  dispatch,  in  which  he  asserted,  that 
the  house  of  commons  had  never  arrogated  to  itself  this  power.  After 
oommenting  further  upon  the  administration  of  the  right  hon.  sec.,  the 
hon.  member  called  upon  him  to  pause  and  reflect  upon  the  conse¬ 
quences  that  would  follow  any  declaration  of  hostility.  Let  him  be 
osftain  that  if  any  rupture  took  place  between  them,  the  colonists  would 
ask  and  receive  assistance  from  their  all-powerful  neighbours.  The 
Canadians  would  become  part  of  the  great  federal  republic.  And  when 
this  event  should  take  place,  the  fleeU  of  England  would  dwindle  into 
insignificance;  her  naval  supremacy  would  shrink  into  obedient  ser¬ 
vitude  to  her  transatlantic  offspring.  The  day  was  not  far  distant 
which  would  see  this  prophecy  fulfilled,  if  we  rashly  drove  into  re- 
bellioR  the  provinces  of  Canada.  Yield  to  their  wishes,  on  the  other 
hand,  and  it  would  bind  them  to  England  by  the  gentle  but  firm 
bonds  of  friendship ;  but  any  rash  contempt  of  their  desires  would 
revive  the  disastrous  days  of  1774. 

Mr  Hums  seconded  the  motion _ Mr  Stanley  defended  the  con¬ 

duct  of  his  majesty^s  government,  and  the  language  of  his  own  dis¬ 
patches,  as  called  for  by  the  occasion.  He  defend^  the  constitution 
of  the  legislative  council ;  and  complained  of  the  monstrous  pretensions 
of  the  bouse  of  assembly — ^pretensions  which,  if  admitted,  would  at  once 
put  an  end  to  the  constitution  of  Lower  Canada.  The  conduct  of  the 
government  was  in  fact  a  series  of  concession  upon  concession,  which 
had  only  been  met  by  increased  demands.  He  would  not  make  any 
reply  to  the  threats  about  revolt  and  rebellion  alluded  to  by  the  hon. 
member,  and  would  pass  over  the  compliments  paid  in  the  petition  from 
Canada  to  the  hon.  members  for  Dublin  and  Middlesex,  and  conclude 
by  moving,  as  an  amendment  to  the  original  motion,  for  a  select  com¬ 
mittee  to  inquire  into  and  report  how  far  the  grievances  complained  of 
in  the  petition  of  1828  had  b^n  redressed,  and  how  far  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  house  on  that  occasion  had  been 
complied  with.— —Mr  O'Connell  recommended  his  hon.  friend  to 
withdraw  his  motion,  and  leave  the  whole  responsibility  to  the  govern¬ 
ment.— Mr  Hume  expressed  his  hearty  concurrence  in  the  motion, 
and  strongly  condemned  the  conduct  of  the  right  hon.  secretary.— 
Lord  Howick  regretted  that  the  affairs  of  Canada  had  arrived  at  their 
present  very  unsatisfactory  state ;  and  observed,  that  when  he  left  the 
colonial  office,  the  aspect  of  affairs  was  rather  threatening.  He  trusted 

the  inquiries  of  the  eommittae  would  be  attended  with  advantage. - 

Mr  Roebuce  withdrew  his  motion,  and  the  amendment  was  put  and 
etrried. 

COMMUTATION  OF  TITHES. 

The  house  resolved  into  committee,  and  Lord  Althorp  brought  for¬ 
ward  his  proposition  on  the  subject  of  tithes.  He  began  by  stating,  that 
whatever  question  there  might  be  about  the  abstract  right  to  tithes,  it 
wu  clear  that  that  right  did  not  exist  in  the  landlords  of  the  country. 
He  thought  also  that  no  man  who  was  anxious  for  the  support  of  the 
church,  could  maintain  that  its  revenues  were  larger  than  were  required 
for  its  support.  There  might  very  justly  be  differences  of  opinion  as  to 
the  distribution  of  those  revenues.  The  legislature  was  bound  to  pro¬ 
vide  an  equivalent  to  the  church  for  tithes — not  to  the  extent  of  the 
legal  rights  of  the  clergy,  but  of  the  customary  payments  made  to  them. 
A  commutation  on  such  grounds  would  benefit  the  owners  and  occupiers 
of  land ;  and  the  labourers,  by  relieving  them  from  the  irritation  and 
annoyance  resulting  from  the  present  system,  and  its  interference  with 
the  employment  of  capital  in  agriculture.  He  proposed  that  tithes 
ffiould  bear  a  certain  proportion  to  the  rent  of  the  land,  and  that  they 
should  be  paid  by  the  owners  and  not  the  occupiers.  He  intended  to 
propose,  that  valuers  should  be  appointed  in  each  county  to  ascertain  the 
value  as  well  of  arable  as  of  ^rass  land  in  the  different  parishes.  It 
would  be  their  duty  to  ascertain  the  payments  made  during  the  last  five 
years  on  account  of  tithes.  This  account  would  be  laid  before  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions,  and  an  average  proportion  would  be  struck,  which 
would  be  the  tit^rate  for  that  county  or  district,  so  that  in  each 
Ponsh  the  tithe  would  bear  a  proportion  to  that  of  the  whede  county. 
It  VRs  accessary  that  hops  should  be  locdted  upon  as  arable  land,  and 
tkev  should  pay  lOs.  an  acre  in  addition  to  the  tithe.  It  was  not 
mtended  that  the  question  of  valuation  should  be  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  valuers,  or  that  their  decision  should  be  finaL  There  should  be  a 
teference  to  a  barrister  in  the  shape  of  an  appeal,  if  necessary.  Where- 
cver  a  modus  existed  it  was  to  be  considered  as  not  existing,  as  it  would 
be  deducted  from  the  valuation  of  the  tithe.  He  sliuuld  further  pro- 
an  easy  mode  for  the  redemption  of  titlies.  He  would  give  to 
the  tithe-paper  a  right  to  call  upon  the  tithe- receiver  to  take  a  number 
w^ears*  valuation  of  his  tithe  as  a  commutation  for  the  whole.  He 
^anty-ive  years*  purchase,  as  it  would  enable  the  tithe-receiver  to 
|^*ve  just  the  same  amount  that  he  did  at  present,  as  the  numey  could 
^terested  in  the  four  per  cents.,  and  for  this  purpose  could  be  paid  to 
eterical  commissioners— the  bishop  in  each  diocese  forming  the  commis- 
i^'***^  tithe- payer  were  unable  to  raise  the  redemption  money,  he 
•nouM  Im  enabled  to  raise  it  by  a  mortgage  on  the  land  at  four  per  cent.

Mr  A*  BaAivo  feeomteeaded  meodters  not  to  he  toe  Iheridwms  hi 
their  objections  to  e  meaeure,  the  jaactal  pHneiplee  aad  prevkiees  el 
which  were  eo  importeat— -»Mr  XL  W,  HaavsT  thought,  that  when 
the  bill  wae  brought  bafora  the  house,  his  lordship  would  find  that  he 
had  been  at  some  pains  to  oompUeate  aad  rtndv  Utriaate  a  very  exeellent 
principle.  Of  what  use  were  valuators  of  parishas,  and  districts,  and 
counties?  Of  what  use  the  employment  of  barristers  f  If  they  wish  to 
value  a  parish  or  an  estete,  they  had  only  to  go  to  an  auctioneer,  who 
would  at  once  declare  the  value,  whether  of  arable  or  grass  land,  and 
whether  it  was  worth  25  or  80  years'  redemption.  The  noble  lo^  had 
stated,  that  the  church  property  was  not  greater  than  was  necessary  to 
support  the  establishmant.  This  was  matter  of  opinion.  Why  not  make 
it  a  matter  of  fact,  ona  way  or  the  othar  ?  A  committee  had  been 
appointed  ;  it  had  sat  long ;  it  had  mada  many  inquiries,  and  had  put' 
many  keen  and  searching  questions  to  bishops,  rectors,  corporations, 
deans,  chapters,  and  others ;  and  if  tha  naccaaary  answtrs  had  reached 
the  n^le  lord,  then  he  must  be  in  pooession  of  such  a  mass  of  Informa¬ 
tion  as  would  induce  him  to  unsay  what  ha  had  said,  as  So  the  tithes  and 
other  church  property  not  being  more  than  sufficiant.  Why,  then, 
should  they  close  the  public  mind  against  the  hope  that  tha  surplus  of 
that  property  would  be  applied  to  the  public  service  ?— Sir  R.  Piil 
said,  he  could  not  consent  to  resolutions  involving  so  many  details,  until 
those  details  were  more  clearly  laid  before  him  ;  nor  could  he  give  his 
unqualified  assent  even  to  the  principle  of  the  noble  lord.—— After  some 
further  dkoussion,  Lord  Althorf  proposed  an  amended  resolution,  to 
the  effect — **  That  it  is  expedient  to  effket  the  commutation  of  tithes,  and 
to  abolish  the  payment  of  tithes  in  kind,  throughout  England  and  Wales,' 
and,  in  lieu  thereof,  to  substitute  another  payment  to  be  made  to  the 
parties  entitled  to  tithes  ;  and  that  the  power  of  redemption  should  be 
granted  to  the  payers  of  tithes  at  a  oertain  number  of  years’  purchase." 

- Mr  Hume  felt  satisfied  that  this  bill  would  not  afford  contentment 

to  the  people  of  England.  Many  persons  thought  the  clergy  were 
already  paid  too  much,  although  that  might  not  be  the  opinion  of  the 

noble  lord. - Several  members  made  desultory  remarks,  generally 

reserving  their  opinions  on  the  plan  itself  until  they  taw  it  detailed  In 

the  printed  bill. - After  an  extended  conversation,  the  resolution  wsi 

agreed  to,  and  the  houM  resumed.

Mr  Hutt  presented  a  petition  from  Hull,  praying  for  the  repeal  of 
the  duties  on  the  exportation  of  coal. 

Col.  Evans  asked  Mr  Warre  whether  he  intended  to  resign  his  seal 
for  Hastings ;  in  reply  to  which  tha  boo.  member  Intlmatca  hk  intan* 
tion  of  keeping  it.  , 

Lord  J.  Russbll  took  occasion  to  express  his  opinion  that  ministers 
were  defeated  at  Dudley  and  Gloucester  because  they  had  innovated  too 
rapidly,  and  hence  conservatives  were  returned.  In  answer  to  a  ques* 
tion  from  Col  Evans,  his  lordship  stated,  that  it  wu  the  intention  of 
ministers  to  proceed  with  the  local  courts'  bill,  and  that  for  the  abolition 
of  imprisonment  for  debt.

Mr  ffTANLRY  prasantad  a  mamaga  from  hk  llajasty,  suggaating  that 
the  mambera  of  tha  Ordar  of  tha  Bath  should  be  Mliavad  from  tha  pay¬ 
ment  of  foes ;  and  raquasting  tha  house  to  taka  maasuras  ta  enable  his 
Majesty  to  award  aomptnsatlon  to  thoaa  parsans  ta  whom  tha  foes  were 
now  paid. 

Mr  C.  Bxrexlby  brought  in  a  bill  to  amend  tha  law  which  ragulatas 
the  transmission  of  newspapers  through  the  Post  OAae.  Ordered  to  be 
read  a  second  time  an  tha  5th  of  May. 

Mr  Ewart  obtainad  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  aliawing  counsel  to 
prisoners. 

Mr  Hardy  obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  amend  the  58d  Oaem 
III.,  eap.  56,  regarding  tha  assamblaga  of  persons  in  private  houses  fn 
purposes  of  religious  worship.  Hk  ^jett  was  to  do  away  with  the  ra- 
striction  which  limited  tha  number  ef  persons  who  might  legally  so  aa- 
sambla  to  twenty.

MTtT.  He  was  of  opinion  (in  defiance  of  the  more  strirt  principle  m 
economy)  that  a  well  regulated  system  of  poor  laws  would  tc 
produetire  of  great  benefit  to  the  country ;  that  we  were  bound  by  the 
dictates  both  of  religion  and  humanity,  to  provide  for  the  support  of 
those  who  were  really  helpless— who  were  really  unable  to  pro^de  for 
themselves;  The  most  baneful  effects  1^  however,  r^lted  from  the 
•pp^fently  humane  and  benevolent  principle  laid  down  in  36  Geo.  III., 


in  •  situation  of  comfort— this  he  considered  the  province  and  duty 
rather  rf  private  charity,  than  of  a  eompulrory  enactment.  The  effm 
was  to  give  magistrates  the  power  of  ordering  relief  to  the  poor  in  their 
own  dwellings.  The  consequence  of  which  had  been,  that  fwlin^  of 
independence  on  the  part  of  the  labourers  had  been  almost  extinguished 
in  many  parts,  and  instead  of  placing  the  paupers  in  a  state  ^of  comfoi't, 
we  had  placed  all  the  labouring  popuUuion  in  many  districts  in  a  state  of 
deplorable  distress.  He  propwed  that  we  should  introduce  an  improved 
system  gradually  into  different  parishes,  ascertaining  its  effects  as  we 
went  along.  About  100  parishes  had  already  either  entirely  or  partially 
introduced  an  improved  system  with  decided  success  some  of  them  in 
districts  that  had  previously  been  entirely  pauperized.  He  admitted 
that  the  course  which  he  was  about  to  recommend  was  anomalous— that 
k  went  to  vest  extensive  power  in  the  commission  which  he  proposed  to 
iqipoint ;  but  it  was  impossible  for  the  present  system  to  be  allowed  to  go 
on,  and  a  discretionary  power  must  be  vested  in  some  quarter.  If  they 
vested  that  discretion  in  the  local  authorities,  or  the  magistracy,  de¬ 
prived  as  they  would  be  of  those  sources  of  general  information  open  to  a 
board  of  commissioners,  and  biassed  as  they  must  be  by  local  feelings, 
it  was  plain  that  such  a  quarter  would  not  be  the  fittest  one.  He  should 
therefore  propose  that  his  Majesty  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  central 
board  for  that  purpose.  There  was  one  part  of  the  adminstration  which, 
however  difficult  to  effect,  yet  was  essentially  necessary,  but  with  regard 
to  which  no  discretionary  power  ought  to  be  extendeo,  and  that  was,  to 
fix  a  day  (and  that  day  he  should  propose  to  be  in  one  of  the  summer 
months  of  the  next  year,  when  the  agricultural  labourers  would  of 
course  be  in  full  employment)  when  the  allowance  system  should  en¬ 
tirely  and  altogether  cease.  At  first  sight  the  proposition  might  appear 
to  press  hardly  on  the  poor,  but  it  was  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  at  pre¬ 
sent  the  former  gained  an  ^vantage  which  he  ought  not— namely,  that 
of  receiving  parochial  assistance  for  the  payment  of  those  whom  he  em¬ 
ployed.  Some  might  think  that  the  labourer  having  at  present  a  paro¬ 
chial  payment  (according  to  the  number  of  his  family)  in  addition  to  his 
vagss,  would  be  unable  to  maintain  his  family  when  that  payment  was 
discontinued ;  but  he  was  confident,  that  as  the  labourer  regarded  the 
parochial  assistance  now  added  to  the  wages  he  received  as  making  the 
total  wages  to  which  he  was  entitled  for  his  labour,  a*  very  short  time 
would  elapse  before  wages  would  rise  to  an  equivalent  amount,  and  the 
situation  the  labourer  be  infinitely  preferable  to  that  in  which  he  at 
present  stood.  The  allowance  system  was  the  foundation  of  almost  all 
the  other  evils  which  now  prevailed.  An  immense  advantage  would  be 
obtained  by  the  establishment  of  an  uniform  system  throughout  the 
country.  He  therefore  proposed,  that  the  commissioners  should  have 
power  to  make  general  rules  as  to  the  mode  of  relief  and  the  regulation 
of  workhouses.  These  were  great  discretionary  powers,  but  he  should 
propose,  as  a  check  against  i^use,  that  any  regulation  so  proposed  by 
the  commissioners  should  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
remain  40  days  before  brought  into  action  ;  and  during  that  period  it 
should  be  competent  for  an  order  in  council  to  prevent  it  from  being 
carried  into  effiMt.  The  central  commissioners  would  also  have  power  to 
fonn  unions  of  parishes  in  order  to  make  larger  districts,  to  arrange  clas¬ 
sifications  of  poor  in  the  same  or  different  workhouses,  and  also  have  a 
general  power  of  control  in  such  unions  as  might  be  established  without 
their  consent,  and  to  disaedve  unions  which  might  now  exist,  f^h 
parish  in  the  proposed  unions  must  maintain  its  own  poor,  or  contribute 
to  the  general  fund  the  proportion  of  expense  which  it  had  heretofore 
borne  itself.  He  did  not  mean  that  it  was  not  intended  to  empower 
individual  parishes,  if  they  so  thought  fit— that  was  to  say,  if  the  vestries 
in  each  perish  should  agree  to  make  a  different  arrangement;  but 
it  was  durable  that  parishes  should  have  power  to  unite  for  the 
purpoeoB  of  parochial  settlements,  and  for  the  poor-rates  altogether. 
The  central  board  would  also  have  authority  to  suggest  to  parishes  or 
unions  the  propriety  of  building  new  workhouses,  or  of  making  addi¬ 
tions  to  those  already  erected.  He  should  propose  that  the  owners  as 
well  as  the  occupiers  of  land  should  have  votes  in  the  parochial  vestry, 
with  rsspest  to  raising  permanent  sums  of  money,  for  facilitating  emi¬ 
gration,  building  worohouses,  or  other  similar  purposes.  This  was  only 
Muitable,  because  a  temporary  occupier  might  have  very  little  interest 


be  sustained,  and  that  on  the  trial  of  each  appeal,  before  the  quarter  ses¬ 
sions,  nothing  should  be  discussed,  and  no  points  raised  beyond  those 
stated  in  the  notice  so  given.  This  would  prevent,  in  a  considerable  de¬ 
gree,  the  present  enormous  amount  of  litigation.  The  present  law  re¬ 
lating  to  bastardy  was  a  direct  encouragement  to  vice  and  immorality, 
and  the  effect  of  imprisoning  the  reputed  fathers  was  to  demoralize  and 
corrupt  them.  If  a  woman  chose  to  swear  an  illegitimate  child,  the 
party  whom  she  charged  as  the  father  was  ipse  faxio  liable  to  be  c<Mnmitted 
to  prison  until  he  could  find  security  for  the  support  of  the  child.  It  was 
almost  impossible  for  an  agricultui^  labourer  to  find  such  security,  and 
the  effect  was,  the  committal  of  the  individual  to  prison  for  five  or- six 
months,  there  to  be  associated  with  the  very  worst  of  characters.  He 
would  take  away  such  power  of  imprisonment,  and  make  the  mother 
liable  for  the  support  of  her  child,  in  the  manner  and  mode  of  a  pauper 
widow.  He  was  aware  that  the  proposition  he  had  submitted  would  be 
opposed  by  the  pretended  friends  of  the  labouring  poor ;  but  he  would 
fearlessly  assert  that  it  was  designed  principally  for  the  benefit  of  that 
portion  of  the  population.  He  confidently  anticipated  that  it  would  re¬ 
store  the  British  labourer  to  the  independance  for  which  he  was  once 
proverbial,  and  would  raise  him  from  the  condition  of  a  pauperized 
slave.  The  labourer  should  be  remunerated  for  his  industry,  and  not  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  number  of  his  children.  At  present  no  difference  existed 
between  the  good  and  the  bad,  both  were  in  the  same  situation  as  to  re¬ 
muneration.  Poverty  ought  not  to  be  visited  as  a  crime,  but  it  was  im¬ 
possible  to  prevent  it  as  a  misfortune.  Every  attempt  which  had  been 
as  yet  made  to  remove  that  misfortune,  had  had  the  effect  of  extending 
it  to  almost  every  class  of  the  community. 

Sir  G.  Strickland,  Col.  Torrens,  Mr  E.  L.  Bulwer,  Mr  Hume, 
Mr  Hardy,  Col  Wood,  Mr  Ward,  Sir  T.  Freemantle,  Mr  Slaney,  and 
other  members,  generally  expressed  their  approbation  of  the  measure. 
—Sir  S.  Whallzv  objected  to  certain  portions  of  the  measure;— 
after  which.  Lord  Althorf  expressed  his  satisfaction  at  the  general 
concurrence  it  had  met  with,  and  leave  was  given  to  bring  in  the  bill. 

Mr  Lxnkard  obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  amend  the  present 
game  act.  Its  principle  object  was  to  enable  qualified  occupiers  to 
shoot  upon  their  own  farms. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  UNIVERSITIES. 

Col.  Williams  moved  an  address,  requesting  his  majesty  “  to  signify 
his  pleasure  to  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  that  their 
bodies  may  no  longer  act  under  the  edicts  or  letters  of  James  the  First, 
1616,  which  required  subscription  to  certain  articles  of  faith.'* 

Mr  G.  Wood  proposed  an  amendment  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to 
grant  to  his  majesty's  subjects  generally  the  right  of  admission  to  the 
English  Universities,  and  of  equal  eligibility  to  degrees  therein,  not* 
withstanding  their  diversities  of  religious  opinion,  degrees  in  divinity 
alone  excepted.  A  long  discussion  followed,  which  terminated  in  a  di¬ 
vision  ;  when  the  amendment  was  carried  by  a  majority  of  185  to  44. 
— Leave  was  then  given  to  bring  in  the  bill. 

.  The  second  reading  of  the  house  tax  repeal  bill  was  fixed  for  Monday 
next. 

Lord  Althorp  brought  in  his  bill  for  the  commutation  of  tithes 
in  England  and  Wales ;  to  be  read  a  second  time  on  Monday  three 
weeks.

TRADES  UNIONS — DORCHESTER  LABOURERS. 

Major  Beauclerk  presented  a  petition  from  Leeds,  agreed  to  at  a 
meeting  of  20,000  persons,  complaining  ot  the  sentence  passed  upon  the  six 
Dorchester  unionists,  and  praying  the  nouse  not  to  sanction  such  a  broad  dis¬ 
tinction  in  the  laws  between  rich  and  poor.  Let  ministers  look  across  the 
channel  and  see  the  French  king  attempting  to  put  down  the  people  by  the 
bayonet,  but  which  he  would  never  effect—- — Mr  Hume  had  been  entrusted 
with  several  petitions  on  the  same  subject.  The  sentence  was  grossly  dispro- 
portioned  to  the  offence,  and  government  ought  to  have  suspended  tne  post¬ 
haste  execution  of  it :  for  not  having  done  so  they  were  highly  censurable. 
He  could  attribute  such  conduct  to  nothing  but  a  cowardly  feeung  on  the  part 
of  government,  which,  finding  the  trades^  unions  opposed  to  their  feelings, 
were  anxious  to  get  at  them,  and  had  seized  the  first  victims  they  could  catch. 
—Lord  Howick  defended  the  conduct  of  government,  and  referred  to  the 
characters  of  some  of  the  convicted  men— Mr  Roebuck  contended  that 
the  convicted  men  had  not  been  guilty  of  any  illegal  act ;  and  argued  that  the 
part  of  the  act  39  Geo.  III.,  on  whi^  they  bad  been  arraigned,  was  nullified 
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M  la  foture  have  the  power  of  ordering  paroehial  relief  to  persons  in 
their  own  hooaea.

FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE. 

Tsemikatioh  or  the  Revolt  at  Lyons _ The  government  has  re¬ 

ceived  news  from  Lyons,  by  express,  to  the  evening  of  the  12th  inst. 
That  day  had  been  bloody  and  decisive.  The  rebels,  driven  from  other 
positions,  took  refuge  in  three  or  four  churches,  among  others  in  the 
cathedral,  which  it  was  necessary  to  besiege.  All  who  were  shut  up  in 
it  perished  ;  their  number  is  supposed  to  be  200.  The  rebels  had  also 
possession  of  two  posts ;  one  at  Fourvierc,  seated  on  a  hill  commanding 
the  Saone,  which  the  troops  took  by  assault,  killing  or  making  pnsoners 
all  who  were  found  in  it ;  and  the  other  was  that  of  St  George,  which 
also  was  being  attacked  with  the  utmost  vigour.  All  the  communica¬ 
tions  have  been  re-established,  and  comparative  order  and  tranquillity 
have  succeeded  four  days  of  disasters  and  afflictions.  A  letter  from 
St  Etienne,  dated  the  11th  instant,  at  six  in  the  evening,  announces 
that  some  rioters  had  on  that  day  made  an  attempt  to  gain  possession  of 
a  manufrictory  of  arms,  but  were  defeated. 

Paeis,  April  13. — At  two  o’clock  disturbances  began  on  the  quays,  and 
Place  du  Chatelet.  At  half-past  two  and  three,  tumults  began  in  the 
Rues  St  Martin  and  St  Denis.  At  half-past  three  and  four,  riot  broke 
out  in  various  quarters  of  the  Mdrais ;  and  at  five  to  six,  the  work¬ 
men  in  all  the  fouxbourgs  gave  proofs  of  their  determination  to  revolt. 
Twenty  thousand  troops  and  twenty  thousand  National  Guards  were 
under  arms.  The  drums,  beating  to  arms,  were  everywhere  sounding. 
The  barricades  were  forming  in  every  direction.  Al^ut  four  o’clock, 
there  was,  on  the  Place  du  Chatelet,  a  vast  degree  of  fermentation,  oc¬ 
casioned  by  the  arrest  of  a  man  in  the  costume  of  a  National  Guard, 
who  was  conducted  to  the  depot  of  the  Prefecture  of  Police.  A  little 
time  afterwards  a  strong  detachment  of  cavalry  was  directed  to  proceed 
along  the  quays  towards  the  Place  de  Greve.  After  the  review  of  some 
troops  at  the  Place  de  Carrousel,  the  King  assembled  in  the  Salon  des 
Marechaux  the  officers  of  the  regiments  who  were  present  at  the  review. 
Tbe  King  addressed  a  speech  to  them,  in  which  he  announced  that  the 
deplorable  contest,  of  which  Lyons  had  been  the  theatre  during  four 
days,  had  terminated  by  the  triumph  of  order,  of  the  laws,  and  of 
liberty ! !  I  If  we  have  to  deplore  the  loss  of  many  brave  men,  and 
above  all,  of  Colonel  Mounier,  who  perished  gloriously  at  the  head  of 
the  28th,  we  have  at  least  the  consolation  that  the  army  has  given  to 
France  new  pledges  of  its  valour,  of  its  fidelity,  and  of  its  patriotism.** 

Twenty  Minutes  past  Nine.  —  'They  were  firing  away  in  the  Rue 
St  Honor4  and  the  Rue  St  Denis.  Fiacres  and  omnibuses  were  over¬ 
thrown  in  order  to  form  barricades.

The  quays  and  Boulevards  are  covered.  ,  It  appears  that  the  object  of 
the  government  is  to  isolate  the  emeute  from  the  rest  of  PRria,  so  as  to 
have  to  contend  with  it  alone.

May  God  grant  that  the  conquest  of  order,  in  the  circumstances  to 
which  the  government  has  reduced  us,  may  not  cost  us  too  much  of  our 
liberty.  The  rout  of  the  insurgents  was,  however,  complete. 

The  Tribune  has  not  appeared — the  printing-office  of  M.  Mie,  the 
printer,  has  been  broken  into  by  an  armed  force — he  has  been  prevented, 
by  force  of  arms,  from  printing  the  paper,  and  this  measure  has  been 
adopted,  not  by  virtue  of  any  law,  or  of  any  ordinance  or  decree,  however 
old  or  new,  but  has  been  taken  by  the  police  and  Minister  of  the  Inte¬ 
rior  as  one  of  pure  military  despotism.  The  apologists  of  the  government 
state,  1.  'That  there  are  circumstances  and  positions  when  to  defend  the 
laws,  and  cause  their  general  observance,  it  is  necessary  to  violate  them. 
2d.  That  the  Tribune  excited  the  citizens  to  civil  war.  3rd.  That  to 
prevent  the  people  from  being  excited,  it  became  necessary  to  do  an  ille¬ 
gal  act ;  and  4th.  That  this  illegal  act  the  Chambers  can  alone  punish  by 
impeachment ;  and  that  the  present  Chambers  certainly  will  not  resort 
to  this  extremity  ;  but  will  rather  cover  over  the  faults  of  the  government 
with  the  mantle  of  oblivion.  In  one  word,  that  as  the  majority  of  the 
Chambers  are  ministerial,  the  majority  will  not  punish  a  flagrant  and 
avowed  act  of  illegality. 

The  charter  of  1830  declares  that  every  one  in  France  may  write  and 
publish  their  opinions  on  political  and  all  other  matters,  provided  they 
conform  to  the  laws  for  regulating  the  press.  The  Trthune  has  so  con¬ 
formed — yet  the  bureaus  are  closed  by  the  police — and  the  printing- 
offices  of  its  printer,  M.  Mie,  are  illegally  attacked  and  closed  by  an 
armed  force,  in  order  to  prevent  the  printing  of  the  journal.  But  more 
than  this.  It  is  said  that  the  “  right  to  print,”  which  is  a  sort  of  pa¬ 
tent  granted  by  the  government  in  France,  has  been  withdrawn  from 
M.  Mie,  so  that  he  has  no  longer  the  right  of  printing  any  thing*  what¬ 
ever.  That  is  to  say,  he  is  from  this  moment  a  ruined  man.  This  is  a 
state  of  things  which  cannot  last.  Moderate  men  revolt  at  it.  Those 
who  most  oppose  the  republican  principles  of  the  Tribune  are  disgusted 
by  it :  and  they  say,  and  that  truly  enough,  that  at  this  rate  the  censor¬ 
ship  is  re-established,  notwithstanding  the  declaration  of  the  Charter  of 
18^,  that  it  never  should  be — since  what  can  be  a  more  terrific  censor¬ 
ship  than  the  depriving  a  printer  of  the  right  of  being  a  printer,  if  he 
publish  such  and  such  journals  ? 

M.  Guizot  has  spoken  at  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  He  has  stated 
it  to  be  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  propose  to  the  Chambera 
some  measures  of  a  strong  and  provisional  nature  to  meet  the  present 
state  of  things.  The  intimation  was  received  with  solemn  silence. 

Some  excesses  on  blameless  individuals  were  committed  by  the  soldiers, 
who  were  ordered  to  dislodge  the  rioters  from  two  or  three  houses  in 
which  they  had  taken  refuge.  Innocent  persons  became  the  victims  of 
the  exasperation  and  fury  of  the  military.  This  is  greatly  to  be  de¬ 
plored  ;  but  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  the  nicest  discrimination 
and  the  utmost  forbearance  in  the  principal  actors  of  such  scenes. 

A  variety  of  repressive  laws  have  been  proposed  by  the  TOvernment,  in 
consequence  of  the  late  riots  in  Lyons,  and  what  occurred  here  on  Sun¬ 
day.  The  prisoners  taken  are  to  be  tried  for  high  treason  by  the  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Peers.  Marshal  Soult  will  probably  succeed  now  in  maintaining 
the  army  on  the  footing  that  he  had  proposed  when  the  budget  of  his  de¬ 
partment  was  presented  to  the  Chaml^r  of  Deputies. 

By  the  last  official  accounts  from  Lyons,  it  would  seem  that  the  rioters 
there  have  been,  at  length,  entirely  put  down.  Two  telegraphic  commu- 
nic  ations  state  that  the  troops  were  masters  of  the  whole  town  and  its 
suburbs,  and  the  military  operations  were  terminated.  We  were  five 
days  without  any  papers  or  private  letters  from  Lyons ;  the  mails,  how. 
ever,  have  begun  to  arrive  since  Monday,  and  you  will  find  in  this  day's 
papers  abundance  of  particulars  from  the  accounts  brought  by  them.— 
(  Correspondent  of  the  Times. ) 

It  is  proposed  to  nuike  a  permit  necessary  fur  the  possession  of  arms 
and  ammunition,  and  the  severest  penalties  arc  directed  against  whoever 
has  arms  in  his  possession,  without  being  authorised — against  the  barri- 
caders— those  on  whom  arms  are  found  in  an  emeute,  and  those  who 
make  use  of  arms  in  an  hostile  manner. 


SPAIN. 

Change  op  Ministry. — Letters  have  been  received  from  Madrid  to 
the  8th  inst.,  which  establish  the  long  expected  retirement  of  M.  Burgos, 
who,  as  Minister  of  the  Interior,  has  been  succeeded  by  Count  Torreno; 
while  General  Zarco  del  Valle  has  given  way  in  the  War  Department  to 
Gen.  Llauder,  and  M.  Imaz  in  that  of  Finance  to  M.  Remusa.  Tbe 
ostensible  benefit  of  these  changes  is  the  more  consistent  liberalism  of 
the  entire  cabinet,  which,  if  the  other  necessarv  requisites  be  not  found 
wanting,  will  materially  contribute  to  unity  and  efficiency  of  action. 


PORTUGAL. 

On  the  25th  March  a  strong  division  of  about  4000  Constitutionalists, 
under  the  command  of  General  Torres,  drove  in  some  of  the  enemy’s 
picquets  near  Canieiro,  and  took  possession  of  tlieir  encampment  at 
Santa  Christina. 

On  the  27th  the  Pedroites  entered  Guimaraens  without  opposition. 
On  the  28ch  they  arrived  at  and  tcxik  possession  of  Braga,  very  few  of 
the  inhabitants  being  left  in  that  city. 

Admiral  Napier  has  taken  Caniinha  and  Viana,  and  was  joined  there 
by  the  whole  of  the  Miguelite  militia.  Braga  is  likewise  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  Queen’s  forces,  occupied  by  21)00  men  from  Oporto.  Thus 
the  capitals  of  the  two  most  opulent  provinces,  the  Entre  Douro  e 
Minho,  and  that  of  Alemtejo,  have  fallen  at  once.  He  is  reported  ta 
have  taken  Valenca  do  Minho,  a  strong  fortieas  opposite  the  Spanish 
citadel  of  Tuy,  in  Galicia. 

Letters  from  Oporto,  up  to  the  8th  inst.,  bring  official  oonfinimtion  of 
the  successes  reported  in  tl^  preceding  accounts,  and  tiur  whole  of  tiw 
province  of  Minho  in  the  north  is  now  declared  to  be  In  piMaeifioA  iofUM 
Qnfrfi*s  troope.

Meanwhile  the  insurgents,  and  aU 
whom  It  chuses  to  accuse  as  such,  are  to  be  tried  by  the  Chamber 
of  Peers,  that  they  may  be  deprived  of  the  protection  of  a  Jury  • 
and,  in  direct  defiance  of  law,  the  Government  has  taken  the 
opportunity  of  tupprening  the  Tribune  newspaper— nailing  up  in 
printing-office,  dismissing  the  compositors,  and  depriving  the  prin. 
ter,  M.  Mie  (who  has  also  been  arrested)  of  the  pptent,  a  license, 
without  which,  by  an  odious  abuse,  no  one  in  France  can  carry  on 
the  business  of  a  printer.  Of  course,  no  other  printer  will  consent 
to  risk  the  same  fate  by  giving  to  this  obnoxious  paper  (which  hai 
been  prosecuted  ninety-six  times  since  the  July  Revolution),  the 
aid  of  his  types  and  printing  presses. 

It  is  said  that  no  fewer  than  a  thousand  arrests  have  taken  place 
in  Paris  alone. 

Another  week  will  show  what  sort  of  vengeance  Louis  Philippe 
means  on  this  occasion  to  execute  upon  his  vanquished  enemies. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  left  entirely  to  his  choice,  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  it  will  be  most  unsparing.

We  are  unable  as  yet  to  fonn  any  conclusive  judgment  on  the 
Datura  of  the  calamitous  events  which  have  just  occurred  in 
Prance.  But  as  far  as  we  are  yet  informed,  the  facts  seem  to  be  as 
Ibllows  1— 

For  some  time  past  the  silk-weavers  of  Lyons  had  been  at  va¬ 
riance  with  their  employers,  and  a  strike  had  taken  place,  to  which 
the  emissaries  of  the  republican  associations  of  Paris  had  endea¬ 
voured,  but  witli  little  success,  to  give  a  political  character.  The 
•trike,  like  most  other  strikes,  lasted  for  a  certain  period  and  ter¬ 
minated  ;  and  the  operatives  returned  to  work  at  the  old  prices. 
A  well-meaning  and  prudent  government  would  have  rejoiced  at 
this  pacific  termination  of  the  struggle,  and  would  have  spared  it¬ 
self  the  odium  and  danger  of  violent  measures  when  the  only  ra¬ 
tional  rmipose  of  such  measures  had  already  been  attained.  But 
Louis  Philippe’s  policy  is  of  quite  another  complexion.  After  the 
strike  was  over,  ne  chose  to  proaecute  its  princi|)al  leaders.  This 
excited  a  commotion,  and  the  people  would  not  sufiTer  the  trial  to 
prcKced.  Mutual  acts  of  hostility  occurred,  and  the  aflfair  growing 
serious,  the  malcontents  of  ell  classes,  political  or  not,  united  their 
strength,  and  burst  out  at  once  into  a  Republican  and  a  Trades* 
Union  insurrection.  The  insurgents  maintained  for  five  days,  with 
the  moet  deaperate  velour,  e  languinerv  contest  wit^  the  troops, 
which  ended  in  their  total  defeat.  Of  tne  loss  of  lives  and  pro¬ 
perty,  end  the  injury  to  the  town  itself,  nothing  is  yet  known  but 
that  they  ere  immenae. 

The  events  et  Parie  have  been  of  e  very  diiTereot  character.  The 
Government  placed  a  formidable  force  under  arms,  and  gave  a  roili- 
^fy  Mpect  to  the  whole  city.  At  usual  at  Paris,  and  as  was  per- 
1^  intended,  this  did  not  prevent,  but,  on  the  contrary,  promoted 
the  concoume  of  people.  In  one  of  the  most  crowded  parts  of  the 
city  (tks  Piuee  dm  CkatelH),  the  police  attempted  a  repetition  of 
th<M  outrages  aninst  the  persons  of  unoflTcnding  spectators  of 
which  their  conduct  on  the  Place  de  la  Bourse,  a  few  weeks  ago 
eGirded  so  dimstitig  a  spt^lmcn.  The  |>eople  were  in  too  excited* 
estate  to  brook  tliis;  a  collision  took  place;  and  lighting  having 
once  begun^  the  same  coin^quences  follow^  as  in  June  1832. 
That  portion  of  the  more  hot-heated  political  malcontents  who* 
without  having  premeditated  an  insurrection,  are  always  ready  to 
join  in  one,  attempted  to  form  barricades,  but  were  speedily  over- 

fiwtred;  and  the  penalty  of  their  folly  will  now  be  borne  by  the 
r«flcb  people,  on  whoee  necka  they  have  helped  to  rivet  the  yoke 
oeapoUsA.

The  Albion  mention.s  a  rumour  that  the  trades*  unions  have  abandoned 
their  proposed  procession  on  Monday.  Certain  we  are  that  their  worst 
enemies  desire  nothing  more  than  their  persistance  in  the  project.  The 
smallest  disturbance  in  so  large  a  body  would  be  a  pretext  for  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  force ;  and  disorder  once  commenced,  military  execution 
would  promptly,  and,  we  believe,  mercilessly  follow.

The  unions  of  London  are 
said  to  number  about  80,000  or  100,000. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  magistrates  at  Worship-street  this  morning,  a 
letter  was  put  into  Mr  Broughton’s  hands  by  the  chief  clerk,  and  a  long 
consultation  ensued  between  the  magistrates,  the  clerks,  and  the  officers, 
relative  to  the  best  mode  of  preserving  the  peace  on  Monday  next.  The 
letter  was  signed  S.  Mark  Phillips,  and  stated  that  it  was  sent  by  the 
writer  by  desire  of  Lord  Melbourne,  earnestly  requiring  the  magistrates 
of  the  above  office  to  co-operate  with  those  of  other  police  offices,  in 
preventing  any  outrage  from  being  committed  by  the  trades*  unionists 
on  Monday. — The  magistrates  have  therefore  resolved  to  swear  in  a 
large  number  of  special  constables  for  the  occasion,  to  act  in  concert  with 
the  police  officers  and  policemen  under  the  direction  of  the  Magistrates 
and  the  Commissioners  of  Police. — The  police  officers  will  be  armed 
with  cutlasses  and  fire-arms,  and  are  appointed  to  be  in  attendance  at  the 
police  offices  at  six  on  Monday,  to  meet  the  magistrates  and  receive 
directions  howto  proceed — Another  correspondent  says; — •*  Prepax^ 
tions  are  making  to  prevent  the  peace  of  the  metropolis  from  being  dis¬ 
turbed.  The  High  Coustablc  of  Westminster,  Mr  Lee,  has  specially 
summoned  the  whole  of  the  officers  under  his  direction  to  be  in  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  houses  of  parliament :  their  numbers  are  150,  This  force 
will  be  strengthened  by  bodies  of  the  new  police.** — Evening  Paper.

They  then  rescued  the  captives,  as* 
sailed  and  beat  the  officers  who  had  them  in  custody,  throwing  one 
of  them  over  a  high  wait  He  escaped,  however,  without  serious  in* 
jury.  Between  11  and  12  o'clock  two  troops  of  lancers  and  four  compa¬ 
nies  of  infontry  arrived  from  Manchester ;  hut  the  violence  of  the  tumult 
had  by  that  time  abated,  and  no  frirther  violence  was  perpetrated.  One 
of  the  most  active  of  the  rioters  was  apprehended,  and  conveyed  by  the 
military  to  a  secure  place  of  confinement.  It  is  remarkable  that  the  ea* 
roner  (Mr  Ferrand)  is  the  same  who  sat  upon  the  victims  of  the  Man¬ 
chester  massacre  in  1819. — The  two  men  rescued  from  the  police  having 
surrendered,  were  examined  on  Tuesday  afternoon ;  their  names  are 
Daniel  Brierlcy  and  James  Taylor.  It  appeared  that  there  was  no  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  administration  of  any  illegal  oaths.  They  were  liberated  on 
giving  bail  to  appear  at  the  quarter  sessions  at  Salford — A  very  nume¬ 
rous  meeting  assembled  on  Wednesday  morning,  on  an  eminence  called 
Oldham  Edge,  and  were  addressed  by  several  speakers ;  who  exhorted 
them  to  be  strictly  peaceable,  to  molest  no  man's  property  or  person,  but 
to  cease  working  until  it  was  known  whether  or  not  the  two  prisoners 
taken  on  Monday  night  were  liberated  or  not ;  the  groups  then  joined, 
and  the  whole  crowd  sang,  **  Praise  God,  from  whom  ril  blessings  fiow 
after  which  the^  separated.  A  number  of  special  constables  were  sworn 
in,  and  the  military  continue  to  parade  the  town.  Jonathan  Bridge,  a 
steam-engine-boiler-makcr,  was  under  examination,  charged  with  being 
actively  engaged  in  the  riot ;  and  several  witnesses  de))oeed  to  the  share 
he  took  in  demolishing  the  effects  of  Mr  Thompson,  but  his  solicitor  ir« 
timated  that  he  should  be  able  to  establish  an  aHbi. — Another  very  nu¬ 
merous  meeting  was  held  on  the  Moor,  on  Thursday  morning.  The 
Operatives  simply  resolved  not  to  go  to  work  till  their  grievances  were 
redressed,  and  then  only  on  the  **  Regenerating  principle"  of  eight 
hours  work  and  pay  for  twelve ;  they  quietly  dispersed _ The  examina¬ 

tion  of  the  prisoners  charged  with  riot  was  resunied,  and  the  result  was, 
that  12  of  them  were  sent  off  to  Manchester,  under  the  escort  of  a 
troop  of  Lancers.  Seven  of  the  men  are  committed  to  l^mcaster 
Castle,  and  five  to  the  Sessions. 

The  inhabitants  of  Kensington  were  much  alarmed,  this  week,  by 
tremendous  explosions  in  Kensington  gardens.  It  seems  that,  for  thie 
purpose  of  removing  some  of  the  roots  of  the  large  trees  cut  down  in  the 
gardens,  it  was  necessary  to  blow  them  up  with  gunpowder,  the  explosions 
arising  from  which  were  heard  at  a  great  distance.  Tho  chasms  left  by 
the  operation  are  now  filled  up  by  earth,  taken  from  the  large  mound  near 
the  entrance  to  the  gardens  from  Hyde  park.  This  mound  will  soon 
disappear  altogether  ^  and  the  earth  of  which  it  is  oom))osed  will  be  used 
on  the  surfiscc  of  the  gardens,  in  the  preurress  of  their  general  Improvement.

Sir  Andrew  appeared  not  to  care  whether 
tbe  souls  of  servants  went  to  the  devil  or  not — Messrs  Butler,  Staples, 
Flather,  and  others,  censured  the  Bill.  A  Petition  against  the  Bill 
was  agreed  to. 

Mr  Rotch,  on  Thursday,  gave  notice  for  Monday  next  of  a  bill  “  to 
prevent  the  combination  of  Trades^  Unions  as  regards  their  interference 
with  the  rights  and  privileges  of  those  of  the  working  classes  who  are  not 
inclined  to  join  those  associations."

The  list  referred  to  was  ordered  to  be  naade  by  a  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons  in  the  year  1732,  rad  is  to  be  found  in  the  first 
volume  of  the  folio  reports  1715-1801,  and  might  easily  be  reprinted  in  a 
cheap  form,  for  distribution,  or  sold  at  a  low  price.  The  Cottonian 
library  originally  consuted  of  956  volumes,  but  was  reduced  by  the  fire  to 
061  volumes,  of  which,  when  brought  to  the  Museum,  105  were  damaged 
bundles  preserved  in  cases. 

SoiciDE.— The  Rev.  W.  Goddard,  M.  A.  Fellow  of  Jesus  College 
Oxfb^  and  Rector  of  Charlton  Kings,  committed  suicide  on  Tuesday 
morning,  at  an  Hotel  in  Gloucester.  He  went  to  a  gunsmith's  shop  in 
the  town  and  purchased  a  pistol  of  a  female,  he  then  waited  while  ten 
bullets  were  cast,  and  returned  to  his  bed  room  at  the  Hotel,  where  he 
blew  his  brains  out.  The  Rev  Gentleman  was  distinguished  for  his  at- 
tainmenU  in  literature  and  theology,  but  for  the  last  few  weeks  had  been 
in  a  state  of  religious  despondency — Verdict,  Insanity.

Bath,  applied  to  the  officers  at  the  Guildhall  to  apprehend  her  **  deceiver,** 
a  married  man,  who,  she  stated,  was  that  morning  to  have  “  led  her  to 
the  hymeneal  altar,**  the  banns  having  been  duly  published ;  and,  to  add 
to  the  poor  girl’s  mortification,  she  had  advanced  the  money  for  furnishing 
the  apartments  in  which  they  were  to  reside,  as  well  as  for  new  rigging 
her  expected  husband  **  from  top  to  toe.”  As  the  climax  of  his  duplicity 
and  knavery,  he  had  pocketed  the  fees  for  satisfyrag  the  claims  of  the 
clergyman,  &c.,  with  which  he  had  been  entrusted  by  the  complainant.

Tlie  magnificent  chapel  of  the  palace  is  always  open  during  the  time  of 
mass,  although  it  is  in  the  interior  of  the  building,  and  every  one  is  freely 
admitted.  The  only  condition  of  entry  is  to  be  decently  dressed,  and 
without  a  capo. — Cook's  Sketches  in  Spain. 

Aerolites^  or  meteoric  stones,  have  frequently  descended  from  the  atmos- 
phere  from  the  remotest  antiquity.  Both  the  above  opinions  may  be  in 
so  far  correct ;  because  the  fire  balls  exhibit  very  different  appearances. 
Philosophers  are  very  much  divided  regarding  the  origin  of  meteoric 
stones.  Some  imagine  them  to  be  ejected  from  volcanos  on  the  earth’s 
surface  ;  others  from  volcanos  on  the  moon.  A  third  class  maintain,  that 
they  are  generated  by  the  combination  and  condensation  of  their  compo¬ 
nent  parts,  previously  diffused  in  the  atmosphere  in  the  gaseous  form. 
Others  allege,  that  they  are  detached  stones  moving  through  the  bound, 
less  regions  of  space,  and  which  casually  come  into  contact  with  our 
planet.  All  these  are  little  else  than  conjecture,  although  their  formation 
in  the  atmosphere  is  the  most  plausible.  A  numerous  list  of  the  most 
authentic  falls  of  such  bodies  is  given  in  Phil.  Mag.  vol.  livii — FaUisg 
stars  are  very  ordinary  phenomena  everywhere,  but  still  they  belong  to  a 
class  which  is  not  well  understood.  Near  the  place  of  their  apparent 
descent,  a  foetid  gelatinous  substance  has  frequently  been  found,  of  a 
whitish  yellow  colour. — Murray's  Encydopcedia  of  Geography. 

Mixed  metaphors  are  a  sure  proof  of  a  feeble  imagination,  since  a  dis. 
tinct  and  vivid  conception  of  one  image  cannot  be  confused  with  another;

The  Poor  Laws. — The  poor  laws  have  solved  the  political  problem, 
how  to  call  into  existence  the  greatest  possible  number  of  people  with 
the  least  possible  amount  of  enjoyment.  They  have  made  the  condition 
of  a  parish  pauper  an  exception  to  the  general  rule  on  the  subject.  Un¬ 
comfortable  as  that  condition  is,  the  man  who  is  placed  in  it  knows  that 
the  utmost  imprudence  and  idleness  on  his  part  can  make  it  no  worse 
either  to  himself  or  his  children.  The  pauper  knows  that  his  estate, 
though  it  be  barely  sufficient  to  supply  his  own  wants,  has  nevertheless 
this  remarkable  peculiarity,  that  it  will  supply  to  the  same  extent  the 
wants  of  all  those  whom  he  chooses  to  produce.  The  parish  is  a  dam 
whose  breast  is,  or  seems  to  be  inexhaustible.  Each  individual  mouth 
indeed  can  only  draw  a  slender  stream  of  her  unwholesome  milk,  but 
every  mouth  belonging  to  the  litter,  no  matter  how  many  there  be, 
finds  a  teat  on  which  it  can  fasten.— Report  of  C.  H.  Cameron  and  J.

COURT  OF  KING’S  BENCH. 

A  new  trial  was  granted  in  the  case  of  Cording  v.  Ballantine. — The  facts 
were  these : — The  j^aintiff,  who  is  a  pawnbroker,  had  suffered,  by  fire,  the  lost 
of  several  articles  in  pawn  with  him.  .Under  the  Act  of  39th  and  40th 
Geo.  III.,  an  information  was  lodged  before  the  defendant,  by  a  person  who 
had  in  pawn  articles  valued  at  m.  9«.,  and  a  warrant  to  compel  tne  restora¬ 
tion  of  the  articles,  or  the  value  of  them,  was  issued  against  the  plamtiff  opon 
this  information.  When  the  plaintiff  was  arrested  and  brought  before  the 
defendant,  he  was  told  to  pay  the  money,  and  he  should  be  immediately  libe¬ 
rated.  In  order  to  bring  the  case  within  the  meaning  of  the  act,  it  appeared 
that  the  property  so  recoverable  in  value  should  be  maliciously  or  wilfully  de¬ 
stroyed.  This  the  magistrate  discovered,  and  he  accordii^ly  urged  the  plain¬ 
tiff  to  pay  the  money,  and  be  set  at  liberty.  The  plaintin  refused  to  do  so, 
stating  that  he  would  continue  in  custody,  and  bring  an  action  for  fiilse  im¬ 
prisonment  He  was  removed  to  gaol,  and  an  application  for  a  habeas  eorjms 
was  made,  and  the  plaintiff  was  liberated. — An  action  was  brought  and  tried 
before  Mr  Justice  Pattesom,  and  a  verdict  was  given  for  the  plaintiff,  not 
alone  for  the  40/.  costa  of  the  habeas  corpus,  but  afro  damages  to  the  amonnt 
of  130/— -The  court  were  of  opinion  that  the  damage  were  excessive,  and 
on  that  ground  the  rule  was  granted.
